MISSOURI LEGISLATORS 

GET PASSES IN BUNCHES. 


Cincinnati. Jan. 20.—Cold weather and 
a gale of wind increased the suffering 
of those thousands who had been made 
homeless by the flooded Ohio, and a 
number of buildings that had been 
weakened by the water went down be¬ 
fore the wind last tight and to-day. 

The first, and probably most serious 
loss by collapsing of w-alls, was during 
the night when several floors In the 
buildings on Walnut street occupied 
by A. Janssen, wholesale grocery com¬ 
pany, and the Ohio Butlerine Company 
went down with a crash th&t could be 
heard for several blocks. Both butld- 
lnga were heavily loaded with merchan¬ 
dise in the upper stories, goods having 
been moved from the cellars, and the 
collapse occurred Just os the high wind 
coming along the river bt gan to shako 
the buildings. The loss la nut estimat¬ 
ed. but will probably be heavy. 

The area of flooded section increased 
considerably during the day, each Inch 
of rise spreading over wide territory. 
For several hours tile river was sta¬ 
tionary at $4.8 feet, but the Weather 
Bureau officials could find only tem¬ 
porary consolation In tills fact, on 
nouncing during the afternoon that the 
nows from up the river Indicated that 
the river here would go up to at least 
sixty-six and perhaps sixty-seven feet 

within the next thlrty-stx hours. 

• • • 

Bridges Impassable. 

The rise of last night and to-day cut 
off approaches to the foot bridges across 
the Ohio, Isolating mqst of the people 
on the Kentucky side of the river. S .me 
of these in Covington were still able 
to cross over the railroad bridges, but 
Nowport was almost wholly cut off and 
sections of Covington, Bellevue, Lud¬ 
low' and Bromley were suffering from 
the back waters. 

Strenuous efforts were made to avoid 
serious Interruption to street railroad 
traffic, but the Isolation of the bridges 
prevented a continuance of the car lines 
to Cincinnati, and there were long 
stretches along the Kentucky side of 
the river where the cars were unable 
to pass. 

in the east end of Cincinnati the car 
service was so badly crippled that half 
a dozen transfers were necessary tt> go 
few block*, passengers being com¬ 
pelled to climb around the Inundated 
sections. All the railroads on both sides 
of the river, except the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton and the Cincin¬ 
nati. Lebanon and Northern, continued 
to suffer from the lack of electrical fa¬ 
cilities. the water having covered the 
tracks at Anderson’s Ferry, w-est of the 

city, and at other points In the suburbs. 

• • • 

Relief for Sufferers, 

Systematic efforts to relieve the suf¬ 
ferers, who are estimated at nearly 
20.000 In Cincinnati and the nearby cities 
on both sides of the river, were under 
way all day, the special appropriation 
by the City Council being supplement¬ 
ed by special funds, to w'htch all the 
churches contributed to-day. The Lyric 
Theater and Henry E. Dixey were the 
first to offer their services for a theat¬ 
rical benefit, but the other companies 
now In the Joined In and it Is now- 
probable that a big benefit performance 
will be given at Music Hal! during the 
next few days. 

Reports from up the river to-day va¬ 
ried little from those of last night. The 
tower end of Parkersburg was under 
water, and the railroads were In trou¬ 
ble. Almost the entire business section 
of Portsmouth was under water and 
the entire north and west end flood- 
bound. while 5.000 people, driven from 
their homes, were sheltered In schools 
and churches, and the city was with¬ 
out gas or water service. 

The low-lying sections of Hunting- 
ton. W. Vo., are under water, it Is 
not believed that the damage there will 
ire very heavy. Many bridges In that 
section have been carried out by the 
floods. 

The flood In Cincinnati this afternoon 
hampered Che efforts of the fire depart¬ 
ment In attempting to fight a fire In 
the foundry of William Resor & Co. 
the water cutting off access to the 
burning buildings. The establishment 
burned to the water’s edge, causing a 
loss of several hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars. 


—The storm that passed over this city 
loot night was the most serious this 
section has seen In many years. Boats 
on the river experienced a rough time 
and not a few of them were serloutfly 
dumaged. The wind blew several gaso¬ 
line launches out on Water street. Men 
worked all night to save the crafts 
from destruction. The Park City broke 
loose from her moorings near the now 
waterworks and drifted helplessly 
about during the storm. The night 
watchman was alone on the boat at tho 
time and blew the distress signal, but 
none of the boats was able to go to the 
reseiio of the disabled steamer. The 
Park City floated to the back yard of 
Charles Frellch. a local newspaper 
man. where she now* lies. The boat Is 
badly disabled. 

The storm was especially severe at 
Enterprise, a small town In Spencer 
county, Indiana, and several houses 
were wrecked there. The residences of 
Fred Faith and J. W. Madison were 
tom Into splinters and the two fuml- 
ffes had a close call for their lives. 
Bennett’s warehouse was wrecked, 
and Waller’s warehouse was badly 
damaged. There were 20.000 busheln of 
com and wheat in the elevator and It 
Is feared this will be lost. Water will 
cover the floor of the warehouse by 
noon Monday. The tow boat J. B. Park¬ 
er Is tied up at a point opposite En¬ 
terprise and the boat is said to have 
been badly disabled by the storm of 
last night. Hardy’s warehouse at En¬ 
terprise Is under water and the 5.000 
bushels of com stored there will prob¬ 
ably be lost.

Leaving Shawnee town. 

John Young and family w’ere to-day 
taken off the head of the Hurricane 
Island.. several miles above here. 
Young’s house was wrecked by the 
storm. A telephone message from 
Mayor Kratz. at Shawneetown, III., at 
8 oVJock to-night, states that the storm 
of last night struck terror to the hearts 
of the people of the town and many 
of the inhabitants left to-day and gave 
It out that they would never return. 
Mayor Kratz will send his family here. 
The river nt Shawneetown stands at 
47.2 feet to-night and 1* rising. This 
Is i\ rise of about two feet since Sat¬ 
urday. 

At Tell City. Ind., the factories are 
shut down and about forty dwelling- 
house* ara under water. Several houses 
at Hawesvlffe. Ky.. also are flooded. 
C’onneltun is also flooded and many 
houses are under water.

BUGGY TURNS OVER IN HIGH 
WATERS OF CREEK. 


SAVED ONLY BY ACCIDENT. 


Columbus. Ind.. Jam 20 — [Special.)— 
While attempting to cross Salt creek, 
which was badly swollen from the re¬ 
cent continuous and heavy rains, at 
1 o'clock this morning, at a point near 
Pike's Peak, ten miles west of here. 
Dr. A, J. Raiphy, of Belleville, narrow¬ 
ly escaped with his life. When mid¬ 
way of the swollen stream a floating 
log struck the doctor's buggy* and over¬ 
turned it. Being unable to swim and 
in raging wraters that werr beyond his 
depth. Dr. Raiphy succeeded In saving 
himself oniy by accidentally coming in 
contact with a submerged stump, on 
which he climbed and on which he re¬ 
mained for eleven hours before his 
cries attracted attention and he was 
re#cued from his perilous position. 

Dr. Raiphy Is sixty years of age and 
when rescued he was almost frozen. 
The horses and buggy were forced two 
miles down the streaTn by the strong 
current where the buggy lodged against 
an obstruction In the stream and the 
horses were drowned. 


The lost reading taken by the 
Weather Bureau, at 7 o’clock to¬ 
night. showed 39.2 feet In the 
canal* a rise of 1.3 during, the 
twelve hour* from 7 o'clock this 
morning.

If we 
have no more rain, and there Is 
no Indication of rain, the river will 
oome to a stand Tuesday and 
probably begin to fall Wednesday. 

The river has been rising slowly 
at Cincinnati, a little over an inch 
on hour, and at about the same 
rate at Louisville. It come to a 
stand nt Catlettshurg last night 
and tn'gnn to fall there at 5 
o’clock this morning. The only 
trace of rain In the entire Ohio 
Valley was at Pittsburg. It 1* 
now below freezing there. Freez¬ 
ing weather prevail* throughout 
the entire valley, and that i* for¬ 
tunate for the river condition. 

Heavy winds helped tho water 
do damage all along the river. The 
wind blew forty miles nn hou> at 
2 o’clock yesterday afternoon In 
Louisville. It reached Its greatest 
velocity at Pittsburg, where It 
blew sixty-four miles an hour.—

Residents along Campbell street, who 
beMeved they would be safe from any 
stage of flood, yielded yesterday after 
the river began to overflow the Ful¬ 
ton-street embankment, and before 5 
o’clock In tho afternoon every* house 
on the street between Fulton and 
Washington streets w*as abandoned, 
with the exception of that of Mrs. 
Charles Gay. at Campbell and Fulton 
streets, and Mrs. Gay had moved all 
her belonging* and her family to the 
second story. All day yesterday the 
members of the Fire Department work¬ 
ed In removing the stragglers and 

their goods from the threatened houses.

Great Crowds at River. 

Not in years has there been such a 
day of general sightseeing for Louis¬ 
ville people. The brilliant sunlight and 
keen air made the exercise of walking 
from one place of observation to an¬ 
other a pleasure rather than an ef¬ 
fort. and It seemed that the entire 
population of the city embraced the 
opportunity to see "the big river" that 
has adsorbed all attention for days 
past. Main street and Market street 
cars w*ere unable at nny time during 
the afternoon to accommodate the de¬ 
mands made upon them by the crowds 
eager to reach the Point. In the other 
direction, though the Interest was 
hardly as great, the Portland avenue 
cars and the suburban trains were sim¬ 
ilarly overtaxed. Many persons taking 
an easy gait and making frequent 
pauses, traversed the river front in one 

direction or another on foot.

Crowd Just Escapes Drowning. 

What would have proved a serious 
catastrophe was narrowly averted late 
yesterday afternoon w*hen several hun¬ 
dred persons were driven from the river 
bank adjoining the Horse Show* build¬ 
ing at Sixth street and the river Just 
before the ground on which they had 
been standing slipped Into the water. 
The bank north of the fence around 
the building was perhaps fifteen feet In 
width and several hundred feet long. 
It was packed with as many sight¬ 
seers as could find foothold, when 
Lieut. James Klnnamey and Patrol¬ 
man Scanlon came by and ordered the 
people away. Wlthlh ten 'minutes that 
whole part of the bank shelved sud¬ 
denly into about flrteen feet of water 
between the shore and the Kentucky 
and Indiana railroad trestle. Owing to 
the precipitous banks rising to a 
height of from ten to fifteen feet the 
escape of a single person would have 
been miraculous.

Climbing to Business Houses. 

Otherwise only such changes oc¬ 
curred along the river front yesterday 
as were logically expected from the 
rate of rise predicted for the river. 
At First street the water Is within 
three feet of the surface tracks of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad. At 
Third street It has reached an almost 
similar height and Is washing the door¬ 
step of the office of the Wharfmaster. 
On Fourth avenue the w ater has back¬ 
et! nearly halfway to Main street and 
is on a level with the second floors 
of the buildings at Water street and 
Fourth avenue, while the waves are 
washing tho girders supporting the 
Kentucky and Indiana railroad tracks. 
An approach to within a few inches of 
tho level of tho latter tracks at Four¬ 
teenth street caused the officials of the 
road some anxiety, but It Is not be¬ 
hoved that the tracks will be covered.

ATTEMPTED ASSAULT 
BY NEGRO PORTER 


YOUNG GIRL ATTACKED WHILE 
GOING HOME FROM WORK- 
ASSAILANT rN JAIL. 


Terre Haute, Ind.. Jan. 20.—Twenty- 
two charred and mutilated bodies have 
been taken from the smoldering ruins 
of passenger train No. 3 on the Big 
Four, which was destroyed by the ex¬ 
plosion of n carload of powder as it 
passed a freight train at Sandford, nine 
miles west, last night. Tho number of 
injured will reUch at least thirty-five. 

Big Four officials who to-duy were 
directing the care of the Injured stated 
that the dead might number between 
thirty and forty. Of theze eighteen 
have been Identified. Four unidentified 
bodies have been taken from the wrack 
and. according to E. W. Thiers, local 
freight agent, other arms, legs and 
remnants of bodies Indicate ten or 
twelve more victims. 

The entire train was blown from the 
track, the coaches demolished and the 
engine hurled fifty feet. Passengers 
not blown to pieces or cremated were 
rescued in a more or less Injured con¬ 
dition. 

The Injured, some of whom are fatal¬ 
ly hurt, are at hospitals hero and in 
Paris, Ill., and at private homes in 
Sandford. 

The full extent of the disaster was 
revealed at daylight, but the death list 
will not be complete until workmen 

have finished removing the debris.

Cause Not Known. 


PnducAh, Ky.. Jnn. 20.—[Special.]— 
While going home from her work at 
6:30 o’clock this evening. Nellie Stevens, 
of 1340 South Third street, a telephone 
operator, was attacked by a negro, who 
attempted to drag her into an alley and 
but for the timely Interference of B. O. 
Denvers, foreman at the Lark Single 
Tree Factory, her assailant would have 
accomplished his purpose. The girl 
broke away from the negro once, but 
he overtook her and had nearly over- 
pow’ered her when her screams attract¬ 
ed the attention of Mr. Denver*. The 
negro broke away and ran. Mr. Deav- 
ers caught the follow after a chnae of 
several blocks The negro, who gave 
the name of Arthur Trice, porter at the 
Ft. Nicholas Hotel, w'na Identified by 
Miss Stevens and is locked up on the 
charge of attempted criminal assault. 


According to the trainmen of the 
freight, the powder was exploded by 
the concussion made by the passenger 
train which was slowing down for the 
tatlon nt Snndford. Another theory le 
th.it gna escaping from an old pipe line 
nearby entered the powder car and a 
spark from the passing engine ignited 
the gas. Others express the belief that 
the disaster was due to tramps or on 
intoxicated man firing a shot Into the 
car. 

The car was smashed to pieces by 
the force of the explosion. Huge 
masses of Iron were found hundreds 
of feet from the track. The tank of 
the passenger engine was hurled near¬ 
ly one hundred feet, landing In a gravel 
road. Two passenger coaches and one 
baggage car wore consumed by fire. 

The freight train In which was In¬ 
cluded the CAr of powder was demol¬ 
ished. Sandford was badly shocked. 
Windows were shattered, dishes and 
furniture broken and doors were torn 
from their hinges. 

The night was dark and heavy rains 
had fallen. The exploston came with¬ 
out warning. Tho entire train was 
blown In tlie track and crashed Into 
the mud a mere mass of debris, with 
forty human beings pinned under it.

Loss of Time and Wages TWO 
Would Increase Sum 


SAWMILLS DROP $40,000. 


Including the loss resulting from the 
enforced Idleness of numerous sawmills 
and manufacturing plants along the 
river fronton the neighborhood of the 
Point, the amount lost in wages by the 
men employed at these different manu¬ 
facturing Institutions, the expense in¬ 
cident to moving and numerous other 
Incidentals, a rough estimate of the 
actual property loss In Louisville by 
reason of the flood, has been placed at 
something like $160,000. The crest of 
the flood is not yet in sight, and the 
damage may go fur beyond these flg- 
urea 

Among* the manufacturing plants on 
the Point that have suffered damage 
from the flood are the following: 

Louisville Venter MU la W. H. Hos¬ 
kins sawmill, Louisville Point Lumber 
Company, W. If. Coucher’g sawmill. 
Tyler Box Company. Kirwln Bros/ 
sawmill. Victor Cotton OH Company 
C. C. Mengcl & Bro. Company. 

A rough lump estimate of the 
damage already suffered tu these plants 
was placed*.last night at between $ 35,000 
and $40,000. Most of their machinery 
Is under wprer. and much of it likely 
will be a tpial loss. 

The damage along the river front, 
from First to Tenth streets. Including 
the loss of five coal barges with their 
contents, valued at $2,300 each, is esti¬ 
mated at $30,000. 

‘Estimating at $50 each the damage 
to the 1 , 200 ,houses that are flooded on 
the Point, the total damage to these Is 
160.000. 

• • • 

Loss Downtown $35,000. 

The total damage to property In 
Portland and Shlpplngport la estimated 
at $35,000. 

Owing to the good work accom¬ 
plished by the police and firemen as¬ 
signed to rescue duty on the Point and 
elsewhere, not a single report of desti¬ 
tution was received by the Board of 
Public Safety yesterday. 

‘There was not a person living on 
the Point who failed to get out his 
household goods before the water be¬ 
gan to-day to pour over the banks.** 
said a nYember of the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety last night. ‘‘Additional pro¬ 
visions and coal were supplied those 
who have tak* n up temporary quarters 
in the tw’o fFhoolhouses up to-wn, and 
they ore being made as comfortable 
as p^slble under the circumstances. 
Extra police are still on duty at the 
Point. Their presence there was made 
necessary yesterday by the great num¬ 
ber of sightseers who visited the place. 
People Insisted on walking along the

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FAMILIES RESCUED. 


A plan proposed yesterday, which 
nmy be adapted by the cKy authorities 
to-day. was the establishment of a 
commissary near the two schoolhouses 
In which many “Pointers** have taken 
refuge. Should this be done the com¬ 
missary likely will be In charge of sev¬ 
eral policemen detailed to special duty 
and they will see that all needy per¬ 
sons, victims of the flood, are supplied 
with food. Under the present arrange¬ 
ment much of the food that is being 
distributed has already been prepared. 
Cooking stoves have been Installed In 
the two schoolhouscs and coal supplied. 
It is believed that if a commissary Is 
established and the sufferers supplied 
with food are allowed to cook It them¬ 
selves a saving to the city will result. 

R. C. Bennott. of the lower board of 
the General Council, will Introduce an 
ordinance to-morrov: night calling for 
the immediate appropriation of $5,000 
for the relief of those mode destitute 
by the flood. 

The Clifton Baptist Sunday-school 
made up $120 In ten minutes yesterday 
to help relieve the sufferers. A. E. 
Sampson and Dr. J. M. Morris were ap¬ 
pointed a committee to use the money 

to the best advantage. 

• m • 

Clothing Needed for Sufferers. 


According to the condition found to 
exist by a committee of women Inter¬ 
ested In the Louisville Flower Mission 
there Is great need for clothing among 
the flood sufferers quartered In the old 
colored school building on Main street. 
After a visit yesterday afternoon they 
decided to ask the public to make do¬ 
ng.! inns of oil such articles as they con 
spare, mentioning especially, bedding, 
shoes and clothing for men. women and 
children. They ask that all donations 
be sent to the Flower Mission on Sec¬ 
ond street, whence It trill be properly 
distributed among the refugees. 

In order to plan for find expedite this 
work, a meeting of the women of the 
mission has been called for 10 o'clock 
to-morrow morning. The people are 
plentifully supplied with coai and food, 
and there is no likelihood that supplies 
of this nature will run short. Forty- 
six families aggregating 201 persons are 
quartered at the school, where from 
three to five families are occupying the 
same room. 

• • • 

Wanted to Hang a “Mover/* 

Short shrift was given a man who 
turned up on the Point Saturday after¬ 
noon with a wagon and asked people 
whose houses and families were en¬ 
dangered to pay him $10 a load for re¬ 
moving them. The news of his attempt¬ 
ed “blnlckinall," as It was freely call-# 
ed. spread rapidly and half a hundred 
meen soon gave chase to him. vowing 
they would hang him if they succeeded 
In catching him. He drove rapidly 
away, glad to escape. 

Complaints of Inordinate charges are 
being made by the people who have 
been driven out of this section that 
are being demanded for rooms, either 
for living or storage. It is said that 
even a very ordinary single room can¬ 
not be had for less than $10. and that 
landlords and rental agents are show¬ 
ing a determined disposition to take 
every advantage of the necessity forced 
on the poor by the elements. 

Races Begin To-day. 

Ormond. Fla., Jiin. 3).—Tho llfih Inter¬ 
national mu torn »bl!#» tournament on Or- 
Moml-Chtytona bench will bqgtn to-mor¬ 
row, but there will be no speed races. The 
entire day will he devoted to testing the 
timing apparatus, completing the details 
for the tournament and running off the 
Informal trials.

Built By City of Louisville to Turn Course of Beargrass 
Creek and Reclaim Northeastern Louisville. 


“What Is the Cut -off T* 

Nearly two generations of people have 
been asking this question since the pos- 
•iblllty of the deluge of the Point by the 
present flood commenced to be discuss. d 
The widespread lack of knowledge „* t o 
what the Cut-off Is. where It Is, what it 
Is for. and when it came Into existence 
Is merely another Illustration of how 
quickly unuaed things are forgot. There 
has been little occasion for any discussion 
of ths Cut-off since the flood of 1884 and 
when It has been mentioned diffident per-

police with ropes stretched across the 
streets, and at these places dense 
crowds were gathered. Those In front 
would look their All and ask the of¬ 
ficers all the questions they could think 
of. Then, with a .last lingering look 
they would turn away and squeexe 
back to the open roadway, while their 
places were Instantly Ailed with others 

who repeated the same performance. 

• • • 

How to See the River. 

The best general view of the flooded 
district, except that from the Louis- 
vdlle and Southern Indiana Railway 
Company's viaduct to the Big Fbur 
railway bridge, was obtained from the 
common nt Webster and Quincy 
streets. There wus an acre or more 
of high, sloping ground that command¬ 
ed almost the whole prosoeot, and this 
was crowded all afternoon. In fact all 
of the backyards belonging to the 
houses fronting on Calhoun street. 
Maiden Lano and the other thorough¬ 
fares bordering on the flood were re¬ 
quisitioned by the crowd that trooped 
backward nnd forward through side- 
yxirds, overrunning flowerbeds nnd 
thing*, either with the consent of the 
owm?rs or In spite of their protests. 
Mostly, however, the property owner* 
were good-matured, and not only al¬ 
lowed the use of their premises, but 
gave their services willingly In pointing 
out to the strangers whatever they 
might ask. 

• • • 

“Cut-Off” Stands the Strain. 


Between the hills ami Fulton street 
and from Cubie street to the Cut-off 
there was a great lake constantly 
deepening by the Inflow over Fulton 
street and the Cut-off. Beginning at 
a point 200 yards from the end of 
Story avenue and extending to within 
160 feat of Van Buren street, a con¬ 
stant current was flowing over the Cut¬ 
off ranging from one to three feet In 
depth. As welt as could be ascertained 
the embankment was withstanding the 
flooding better than had been expected, 
and It Is believed that It will not be 
seriously damaged. The railroad em¬ 
bankment on Fulton street appeared 
to be suffering to perhaps a greater 
cxtonL The lighter cinder ballast, ow¬ 
ing to the obstructions afforded the 
waves by the ties and rails which cre¬ 
ated swirls and eddies, was gouged 
out and carried over, leaving the ties 
supported In places only by the rails, 
while the water swirled beneath to join 
the lake that was ever Increasing Its 
dimensions. 

• • • 

Finally Yields to Flood. 


Up until dork fell Cable street held 
the water back valiantly from the nar¬ 
rowing valley below and apparently 
the only flooding there was due to the 
bsckwniter of the natural drainage. 
This was augmented though, by a cur¬ 
rent wiilch formed near the Junction of 
Campbell and Fulton streets late In the 
evening and swept over the roadway In 
a torrent 200 feet wide and gained a 
depth of probably four leet. The low- 
ground filled rapidly, but there were 
few hou>es In this neighborhood until 
Campbell street tvas reached, and those 
that were surrounded and cut off had 
been vacated long before the water 
reached them. 

In the outer and lower corner of the 
lake described what was really the 
greatest property Interest at staJce 
seemed to be holding Its own with sur¬ 
prising stnnchncss. This was the tier 
on tier of great lumber stacks that 
had been protected by lashings and 
weights by their ow-ners. In some few 
Instances groups of board became 
loosened and floated about aimlessly, 
driven by the wind until they brought 
up against a tree or a building. Men 
in skiffs wore catching as much of this 
drift as they could, and making it se¬ 
cure ngnlnst the time the water shall 
recede. 


BACKWATER TO BROADWAY. 

Trains op All Roads Either Late or 
Entirely Annulled. 

Water to the depth of fifteen inche* 
cowered the Louisville and Nashville 
tracks on either side of Broadway In 
the vicinity of Beargrass creek yester¬ 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock. The swollen 
creek had leaped Us bonks and for sev¬ 
eral hundred yards on either side of 
Broadway along tho course of the 
creek bed the track* of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad are submerg¬ 
ed. The lakes formed by the over¬ 
flow- were plowed through all day by 
trains which dashed the water lo right 
and left and sent up a shower of spray 
in front that reached to the headlights 
of the engines. As the water continued 
to rise it came in contact with the Are 
boxes underneath the engine, and all 
but extinguished the flames. Should the 
water continue to rise Louisville and 
Nashville trains will have to abandon 
the submerged tracks and deposit 
freight and passengers In East Louis¬ 
ville. 

• • • 

Fifteen Inches Over Tracks. 

Tongut-a of water from Beargrass 
creek began to lap over the steel rails 
of the Louisville nnd Nashville railroad 
on either side of Broadway Saturday 
night at 8 o'clock. By daylight yester¬ 
day the tracks for several hundred 
yards along the course of the creek 
bed on either side of Broadway were 
entirely submerged. Inch by inch the 
water rose until a depth of fifteen 
Inches at the lowest point along the 
track vva* reached. Railroad men are 
of the opinion that trains can success¬ 
fully plow through as much as two 
ftet of water before they are forced to 
suspend operations over the submerged 
tracks. As a matter of precaution sec¬ 
tion men with a hand car and spike 
poles were kept busy In the neighbor¬ 
hood of the flooded tracks. The water, 
as they plowed through it, reached al¬ 
most to the floor of the hand car. If 
was a hard pull for the men who were 
propelling the car by the exercise of 


muscular strength, it was the duty of 
the section men to see that the sub¬ 
merged tracks were kept free from hid¬ 
den obstructions that might derail a 
train, and to aacertain whether the bal¬ 
last was becoming affected by the wash 
of the rising water. 

• • • 

Watching for Danger. 

In addition to the section men at 
work on the hand car, a switch engine 
did almost constant service over tho 
submerged tracks. As it churned back 
and forth through the muddy water 
that obscured the track* It sent ahow-- 
er* of spray in every direction. The 
hiss of the water coming In contact 
with the flrobox of the engine could be 
plainly heard. At the end of each run 
through the two lakas formed by the 
overflow-. It became necessary for the 
firemen to nurse the fire In the furnace 
before tho return trip could be under¬ 
taken. 

Hundreds of people gathered about 
tho flooded sections of track yesterday 
afternoon, where they viewed for hour* 
the unique sight of an engine plowing 
through more than a foot of water, the 
sidebars attached to the drive wheel* 
beating the flood Into a yellow foam. 
Trackmen, wearing rubber boots that 
reached to their thighs, winded about 
examining switchboard* and signal 
lights. When passenger trains dashed 
over the submerged tracks they threw 
a spray that almost obscured the 
coaches from view. 

• • • 

May Cover Car Tracks. 

The rising water has not reached 
tho level of Broadway. An additional 
rise of several feet, how-ever. will put 
It over the car tracks on Broadway 
where It now spans Beargrass creek. 
During the flood of *84 Broadway In the 
neighborhood of Brargraas creek wui 
submerged to a depth of several feet, 
and people paddled about In skiffs. 

Trains over nearly all roads entering 
Louisville were delayed yesterday by 
the high w*ater. Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville train No. 7. due here yesterday 
afternoon at 2:50 o'clock, orrlved four 
hours and ten minutes late. The delay 
was not due to washouts between here 
and Cincinnati, It w-n* said, but to con¬ 
ditions due to the high water In the 
latter city. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio train, due 
at the Seventh-street Depot here at 
11:20 o’clock yesterday morning, did 
not arrive until 6 o'clock last night- 
The delay was due to washouts eust 
of Lexington. It Is said. 

• • • 

Henderson Route Travel Abandoned 


Travel over the Henderson Route be¬ 
tween Louisville, Henderson and 
Owensboro was suspended Indefinitely 
yesterday. The train for Henderson 
nnd Ob’cnsboro that was due to leave 
Union Station at Tenth street and 
Broadway yesterday afternoon at 4:45 
o'clock did not go, nnd passengers who 
had Intended to board It were com¬ 
pelled to make the trip over the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashvills road by way of 
Russellville, or over the Southern road 
by w-ay of Evansville. The suspension 
of travel over the Henderson Route 
was said to be due to conditions ex¬ 
isting beyond West Point. 

The operation of through trains over 
the Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern 
road was abandoned yosPwduy, due to 
the flooded district east of North Ver¬ 
non, Ind. Trains between Louisville 
and North Vernon were operated over 
this road the same as usual, however. 

Trains due at Seventh-street Depot 
over the Southern road, found It neces¬ 
sary to transfer passengers just west 
of New Albany. the tracks at that 
point being submerged by tw-o feet of 
water. 

Travel in and out of Louisville over 
the Illinois Central road Is apparently 
the least affected of any. All trains 
over this rood are arriving between 
twenty-five and thirty minutes late, 
however, due, it is said, to delays In 
connection. 

• • • 

Looks After Its Tenants. 

Many families, who have been living 
In houses owned by the Louisville and 
Jeffersonville Bridge Company In the 
district under the bridge approaches, 
have been removed by the company to 
the old colored sohoolhousc on Main 
street, between Floyd and Preston 
streets, which was purchased by the 
company from the Louisville Hchool 
Board last year. This building Is now 
Ailed with families whose houses are 
now ftxxled. The company on the same 
lot owns a number of other houses 
which have also been pressed Into serv¬ 
ice. The sehoolhouse Is being comfort¬ 
ably heated and stoves have been 
placed in the old houses In which there 
are no grates and the Inmates are com¬ 
fortably housed. 

• • • 

Uses School house. 


“We consider It quite fortunate/* said 
Mat'll Akers yesterday afternoon, “that 
the whoolbnuse and the other buildings 
have not been tom down and can be 
used for the benefit of the flood suffer¬ 
ers. Of course, we bought the property 
with the view- of tearing down all the 
houses and erecting a large freight de¬ 
pot on the lot. The houses In which the 
people lived thst are now flooded came 
to the company through an old grant. 
They have not been tom away from 
the fact that the residents have all 
along begged to be permitted to oocupy 
them. Really, w-e had rather for the old 
houses to be tom away, but as people 
were housed In the buildings the com¬ 
pany would not see them suffer and so 
removed them to buildings on higher 
ground which they can occupy until the 
flood recedes/' 

• • • 

Skiffs Pilot Southern Engine. 


Novel method* of railroading were 
experienced by passengers on the 
Southern Railway Company** train 
from St. IxhiIr. due to arrive In Louis¬ 
ville at 7 o'clock yesterday morning. 
In particular one adventure teem* to 
have surpassed anything ever known 
by them before This was when the 
train encountered a stretch of truck 
two or three miles west of New Al¬ 
bany. w-herr the water had overflowed 
the truck to a depth of eighteen Inches 
or two feet. To make the situation 
worse an Immense amount of drift had 
accumulated Just along the right-of- 
way. 

At first the train crew w^as In a quan¬ 
dary. They realised that if they tried 
run through the drift tht-:* WM 
danger of the debris going under the 
wheels and derailing the train or be¬ 
coming clogged In the driving gear of 
the locomotive. To obviate this several 
men were sent Just ahead of the en¬ 
gine pilot in a skiff, and, by means of 
rakes nnd drags, managed to k»*ep the 
drift out of the way of the engine. The 
train arrived In Louisville a little more 
than two hours late. 

• • • 

Water Causes a Fire. 

The shed at the Marion County dis¬ 
tillery. Thirty-first stre.-t and Rudd 
w . v ni i burned . o’cio •: >• 
terduy morning, was set afire by slak¬ 


ing lime which had be* n placed In the 
shed Just a tow days before the high 
water reached It. At tho time the shed 
w as set on fire there was fully four, 
feet of water all around It and tho 
firemen from the No. 13 engine house 
were unable to get to the flames to 
extinguish them. Manager Lindsay 
Crabb. of the Marlon County distillery, 
said yesterday afternoon: 

“There was no damage done. The 
shed w\ui small and the loss Is inslg- I 
nlflcant. The most damage Is being 
done by the water rising In the ware¬ 
houses. This morning 1 put fully a 
hundred men to work raising the 
w hisky In "A" warehouse nnd they are 
still tu work. All of the fences have 
been washed away We have moved 
all the empty barrels out so that they 
will not w<*sh away.** 

Manager Crubb's home, which Is near 
the distillery*. Is completely surrounded 
by water, and a two feet rise will bring 
the water to the lower floor of the resi¬ 
dence. Many other bouses In the vi¬ 
cinity have been surrounded by the 
river water and some of them are de¬ 
serted. Mr. Crabb Intends to remain 
in his house and has moved all of hit 
household goods to the upper floors. 

Throughout Portland ami Shipping- 
port the river continued to rise yester¬ 
day and many more families were com¬ 
pelled to move from their homes to 
higher ground. Engine Company No. 13 
was kept busy all day long assisting 
families move and was still working 
last night. During Saturday night and 
Sunday morning tho river came farther 
up iUI tho streets, from Thirtieth to 
Thirty-seventh street, and there the 
water reached clear to Rudd avenue. 
At Thirty-third street the river was 
within fifty feet of reaching Rudd ave¬ 
nue, and at Thirty-first street lust 
above the Marlon County Distillery 
plant the river w-as clear across the 
avenue. Throughout the day not u sin¬ 
gle accident was reported.

K. and L Platform Washed Away. 


The atop* leading up to the platform 
and part of the pUutform adjoining the 
waiting-room of tho Kentucky and 
Indiana station near the Seventh-street 
Union depot were washed away yester¬ 
day afternoon by the high water and 
tlie remainder of the platform and the 
waiting-rooms are threatened should 
tho river continue to rise. F*or the post 
few days the waiting-room has been 
abandoned because of the high water 
and all passengers for the Kentucky 
and Indiana were compelled to go 
through the gates at the Seventh-street 
railroad station In order to take the 
electric cars. No passengers for the 
electric cars were allowed to pass 
through tho gates yesterday afternoon, 
the water having reached such a point 
that the tracks nearest the river were 
covered with water. 

Near 'the mouth of the eanil where 
tho Kentucky and Indiana tracks are 
laid along tho ground, the waves of 
the river washed so yesterday that In 
order to keep the water frein tearing 
up the tracks sand bags were Utld. 
For a distance bf two blocks the track 
nearest the river was very much in 
danger yesterday afternoon and It w*aa 
abandoned for the second track.

I. C. Telegraph Office Endangered. 


The Illinois Central telegraph office 
at the Seventh-street station was so 
endangered by the rising waiter yes¬ 
terday that a large rope cable wos fast¬ 
ened around it and to the Iron pil¬ 
lars of the station proper to prevent 
It being washed awnj* should the wha¬ 
ler lise still higher. The telegraph of¬ 
fice Is built on tho ground and is not, 
like the station proper, built on pillars. 
Most of the ground under the telegraph 
office was washed away yreterday. and 
In order to keep the office from caving 
in It was anchored to the station pil¬ 
lar* with a large cable. None of the 
large crowd which was at the Seventh- 
street station yesterday was allowed to 
pass through the gate* leading to the 
railroad and electric line tracks and to 
the river, but w'ere compelled to look 
At the river from behind tho Iron 
fence.

Rear Admiral Davis told the Asso¬ 
ciated Press that he deeply regretted 
the Governors attitude. He was still 
convinced that the Governor was un¬ 
equal to the task of relieving distress 
—that this was evident from the fact 
that the American field hospital had 
tended many sick and wounded and 
others were constantly arriving, hav¬ 
ing been unable to gain admission to 
the Government hospital. 

The American hospital was estab¬ 
lished In Winchester Park, the prop¬ 
erty of the Jesuits. Thursday under the 
American flag nnd In charge of Fleet 
Surgeon Ames and Surgeon Norton, of 
the battleship Missouri, nnd aided by 
Sluters of Charity. The hospital re¬ 
ceived more than fifty sufferers. In¬ 
cluding persons with fractured bones 
and skuits, cases of blood poisoning, 
which had resulted from neglect of 
wounds, etc. 

Gov. Swettenham and the local med¬ 
ical men were greatly' opposed to the 
American hospital. Insisting that there 
was no necessity for It. as all the 
wounded already had been attended to. 
Surgeon Ames said the local medical 
men were very ready to accept medical 
supplies, but wished no American In¬ 
terference with the wounded. Conse¬ 
quently there was much suffering 
which the American officers. In the 
name of humanity, were anxious to re¬ 
lieve. A party of American sailors 
worked at repairing the hospital build¬ 
ing to the last moment, when they 
hauled down their flag, the Jesuits 
taking charge, and returned to their 
ships, the Yankton sailing at 1 o'clock, 
followed by the battleships at 4 

Gov. Bwcttenham’s attitude toward a 
friendly American officer's assistance 
is greatly deplored by many of the 
residents of Kingston, some of them 
even suggesting that the Governor be 
petitioned to resign. His action Is con¬ 
strued by some as Inspired by resent¬ 
ment of President Roosevelt's attitude 
toward Jamaican negroes on the Pana¬ 
ma canal. Others ridicule the Gov¬ 
ernor's objection to the landing of 
American sailors, armed or not armed. 
The Insecurity of the city Is evidenced 
by the attempt last (Friday) night by 
six negroes to waylay a midshipman 
from the Missouri, who drew his re¬ 
volver and put his assailants to flight. 
• • • 

Reeks With Stench. 

Lost night the streets of the burned 
district still reeked with the stench of 
decaying bodies. The burned ruins 
were illumined only by the baleful 
glow of the ooryse-flres lining the 
roadways. 

To-day many bodies were recovered 
through the aid of vultures, which 


perch In flocks on the ruins beneath 
which their prey Is burled. As fast 
n* the bodies are recovered they_are 
thrown on the funeral pyre and slowly 
consumed. 

The total known number of dead is 
about 450, ami It la believed there are 
at l«ist 150 persons who have not been 
accounted for. 

Food Is coming Into the city from 
the country districts, but a famine Is 
greatly feared. 

The filthy conditions of the camps 
on the parade grounds and race 
course, where thousands of per¬ 
sons are huddled under Improvised 
tents, roofed over and sheathed with 
palm leaves, causes grave apprehension 
of an outbreak of typhoid fever. 

At present there is & most urgent 
need for tents for several thousand 
persons, but the Government is not 
supplied with these, and Is not making 
endeavors to obtain them. Rain is now 
threatening, and If It should come it 
will Involve untold suffering on the 
homeless thousands. 


LONDON ASTONISHED. 

Feeling of Deep Regret Over the Un¬ 
fortunate Incident. 

London. Jan. 20.—There Is a feeling 
of deepest regret here over the un¬ 
fortunate incident that led to the hur¬ 
ried departure of the American war¬ 
ships from Kingston. 

Being Sunday and the news arriving 
late to-night, tho fact become known 
to a comparatively small section of the 
public and official world, but every¬ 
where the greatest astonishment was 
expressed. 

Up to a late hour to-night neither 
the Admiralty nor the Foreign Office 
had any news of tho Incident except 
that derived from the press dispatches*, 
and the inclination on all sides was to 
withhold an expression of opinion until 
the receipt of the official version from 
Gov. Swettenham. 

Meantime the Kingston dispatches 
giving the correspondence exchange 
between Gov. Swettenham and Rear 
Admiral Davis are being read with 
eager Interest. The Incident occurs at 
a moment when the British press und 
public are loud in an expression of 
grateful recognition of the prompt and 
generous assistance the United States 
rendered when It was impossible, ow¬ 
ing to their distance from the scene, 
for British warships to go to the res¬ 
cue. 

The important question as to wheth¬ 
er the British authorities ut Kingston 
were In a position to maintain order 
appears to be debatable. Gov. 8\vot- 
tenhum's claim of ability to do so is 
in marked contrast to the accounts of 
many of the British press correspond¬ 
ents, who recorded numerous cases of 
disorder, but on the other hand some 
of the correspondents averred that no 
serious disorders took place. 

What seems much less debatable Is 
that Gov. Swettenham acted entirely 
on hi* own initiative. The last dispatch 
of the Secretary for the Colonies, Lord 
Elgin, to Oov. Swettenham. which was 
dated January 18. gave the Governor 
full liberty of action. It was os fol¬ 
lows: 

“You will know* that I fully appre¬ 
ciate the courage and firmness with 
which you and your Government are 
facing this great disaster, and that I 
do not wish to trouble you with tele¬ 
graphic instruction* or to fetter your 
discretion.” 

It Is not believed that the Govern¬ 
ment sent any subsequent instructions 
modifying this attitude. 

As a possible explanation of Oov. 
SWetlenham's action it Is suggested 
that he may have acted under the 
strain of nervous excitement through 
being overwrought by his recent pain¬ 
ful experiences. 


DENIAL FROM BACON. 

Says the Newspapers Are Trying to 
Stir Up Trouble. 

Washington, Jan. 20.—Auing Secre¬ 
tary of State Bacon to-night, when 
shown the dispatch from Kingston re¬ 
garding Gov. Swcttenham’s attitude to¬ 
w's id Rear Admiral Davis, who went to 
Kingston with tw’o battleship*, a cruis¬ 
er ond a torpedo boat destroyer, to ad¬ 
minister aid to the stricken people, at 
onoe declared that It was not true. 

He charged that the newspapers w*ere 
trying to make trouble betw*een Rear 
Admiral Davis and Gov. Swettenhunv 

“There Is not any truth l n It.” he 
said, emphatically. “I know* w hat I am 
talking about. There not the slight, 
est kind of trouble or foundation for It 
In any way, shape or manner. The 
ships have not soiled. 1 know exactly 
wtmt happened, and," he added, “there 
is no foundation for It in any manner. 
ThAt Is perfectly straJght. If you are 
looking for the facts, those are the 
facts." 

Mr. Bacon would not discus* the 
source of his Information, but Indicated 
a possibility of oflVial advices. 

The news from Kingston of the with¬ 
drawal of the American ships sent 
there for the relief of the stricken peo¬ 
ple of tlie Jamaican capital, and the re¬ 
markable correspondence that led up to 
that step caused a profound sensation 
in Washington to-night. Naval officer s 
to whom word of the unexpertcMf cul¬ 
mination of this Government’* effort* 
to relieve the victim* of the disaster 
was communicated early, expressed as¬ 
tonishment. but. beyond that, carefully 
refrained from expressing their views 
for publication. 

Secretary Metcalf received the first 
news of the action of Admiral D*ivl» 
from the Associated Press. He said th^ 
news was u surprise to him. and that 
he had had no advices on the subject 
through official channels, pend nt 
which he did not feci at liberty to make 
any comment on the Jamaican Gov¬ 
ernor's action. At the Navy Depurt- 
ment. It wns stated positively that, 
aside from the long dispatch fro-r Ad¬ 
miral Darla, under date of the 18th. no 
word had been received from Kingston 
to-day or to-night. 

DAVIS' REPORT.

Imt thut inter by request he land d 
bluejackets lo prevent an allegd 
mutiny at the penitentiary (since with¬ 
drawn (. and that he hnd a perty guard- 
ing the consulate. 

The West Indian Regiment and th 
InsulAr Constabulary are guarding the 
town. Ttv* Admiral report* there was 
no tidal wave und that the fire which 
followed the earthquake reached evc.i 
the remote portion of the suburbs. 

Kentucky River Stationary. 

Frankfort. Ky.. Jan. 20.—(Special. 1 
The river reached 21»% feet on the Gov¬ 
ernment gauge at the St. Clalr-stre^t 
bridge at noon, and has been station¬ 
ary since The present rise is the 
highest since that of 1890. 
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now stand* at 44 5 feet. Boats were 
unable lo venture out to-day because 
of the high wind that prevailed, and 
the work <>f rescue had to be aban¬ 
doned. Bevefal crafts tried to venture 
out. but hnd to turn back. It is be¬ 
lieved the storm of last nfghl wrecked 
several house* in the bottom*, but the 
extent of the damage will not be known 
tor several days. 

Henry InkJiibrandt. living at the 
“Print,” in Kentucky, six miles above 
here, came here in a skiff late this aft¬ 
ernoon and asked for uJd. He mild his 
family wo* living In the upper story 
of the house and they are ln need of 
provisions. Some of the members o| 
the family are sick. 

Conditions along the lower Wabash 
river have Improved some to-day. hut 
there is still a great deal of suffrring 
among the people who have been token 
from tlie lowlands. Provision* are 
running low, but the people at New 
Harmony. Ind., and other towns *iy 
they will be able to cope with the sit¬ 
uation. Green river has been rising 
rapidly all day. 

MILES WIDE AT ROCKPORT. 


Several Lives May Be Lost In Rag¬ 
ing Torrent. 

Rockport, Ind., Jan. 20.—(Special.)— 
The flood is doing much damage in this 
section. Half of the house* at Enter¬ 
prise, ten miles south of here, on the 
river, wen? blown from their founda¬ 
tions last night. Happily the people 
hod moved out. Thlriy people there are 
living In a warehouse and so far their 
only sustenance Is parched corn. All 
the stable room at the fair grounds 1* 
being used by the refugees for thetn- 
selv*i and stock and every available 
spate In town Is being used for the 
same purptiec. Several people are re¬ 
ported a* drowned on both sides of 
the river. 

Curt Staggs, who left here ln a skiff 
to rescue some people, has been ifone 
twenty-four hours und no word has 
been received from him :*nd it is sup¬ 
posed that he is drowned. Horses ami 
cattle have been rescued from the hlgn 
waters and some of them were aimoat 
fro sen. 

Link Snyder, who l* waterbound. h.ul 
the misfortune to lose his baby by 
death and It was four days before he 
was able to notify anybody of his 
troubles. A man was seen floating 
down the river past Grandview in u 
shanty boat crying for help, but luckily 
the wind blew him to the Kentucky 
shore and he wan saved. The water Is 
at least nine miles wide here. In some 
places, and the river Is still rising. The 
Town Board met to-day and appro¬ 
priated money for ihe afflicted. Rock¬ 
port Is doing all It can for the suffer¬ 
ing people. It 1* believed the .Southern 
rai.way will make Its last trip here to¬ 
night from Toll City, Ind., then Hock- 
port will be cut off from the world, 
save the little gasoline boat. Messenger, 
which pile* between here and Owens¬ 
boro. The one packet that Is running 
cannot land at this port. The depot 
is submerged and the telegraph office 
has moved. 

BLIZZARD AT OWENSBORO 

Terrific Wind Drjves Water Into 
Banks of River. 

Owensboro, Ky , Jan. 20.—1 Special.J 
—Following one of the most terrific 
wind and rain storrns*of recent years In 
Owensboro, a blizzard Is raging hero 
to-night. The wind continued to blow 
at a high velocity all day. doing much 
damage to the river bunk. Crews of 
men have been t»ngaged all day in fill¬ 
ing bags of *iu»d and placing them on 
the river bank in front of the plants 
of the American Milling Company and 
the Broker's mill. The bunk h is wash¬ 
ed away for fifteen feet nnd the crib¬ 
bing. which was used to protect It, has 
b« en carried away. 

Tho last train on the Louisville. 
Henderson and Bt 1>ju1s rotd arrived 
here at 10 o'clock this morning, ten 
hours late. Orders huve been received 
here to the effect that there will be 
no more train* on the L.. H. and St. L. 
toad until further notice. At Hawes- 
vllte the water is two feet over the 
tracks in places. The only outlet to the 
rust for Owensboro Is over the L. and 
N. by the way of Risnfl Uviilc 

The river here almost washe* the 
curbing of the pavement of Front 
street. However, It will require thr«e 
feet more of watef to equal the 'H4 
rise Tho steamer Tho*. Barker, with 
two barges of corn, was blown ashore a 
few miles below* Owensboro with a 
crew* of seven men. Tho boat is resting 
firmly In a corn field. The Tell City 
rescued the Louisville and Evansville 
Packet Company's wharf boat here, 
which wos blown a hundred yards from 
by the high wind Great suffer¬ 
ing Is bedng experienced In the low¬ 
lands The hlixxnrd is adding to the 
misery of the flood-bound people to¬ 
night. Nearly all wire communication 
is cut off ln this section. 


bacco barns and outbuilding* irer# 
blown down. It was followed by a 
downpour of ruin, which may cause the 
Kentucky river, that Is now ten f*et 
past the danger line, to take the reo- 
ond rise. 

Slock in the low bottom* are suffer* 
Ing and many hogs and cuttle have 
been reported drowned. Many raft* 
pcif-scd over Lock No. 10 to-day. which 
were blown loose by the heavy wind 
and wdll cause a loss of thousand* of 
dollar* to the lumbermen. All com¬ 
panies on the Kentucky river are still 
receiving a heavy run of loose logs. It 
Is now thought that the reported dan¬ 
ger of Lock No. 10 Is passed, owing 
to the efficient work of tho Government 
men stationed ut that point who h&v* 
been working both night and day- 

DISTRESS IN AURORA. 

No Way to Reach Outside Except by 
Boat. 

Aurora. Ind.. Jan. 20.—This city was 
last night entirely cut off from rail- 
n td or fraction connection with the 
outside world, though the telephone 
and telegraph wire* were still work¬ 
ing. The only wuy out of the city If 
by b*rat. The Inst train to arrive wns 
the Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern 
accommodation, which had to feel Ita 
way along tracks, covered in several 
places by water. Tho telegraph office 
l** surround- d by wuter und lias to lx 
reached by boat. 

The city gas plant shut down because 
of the flood. There 1 * serious dnn£*t 
of a shortage In oil on account of tin 
sudden Increase in the demand. Dan¬ 
ger of shortage has been further en¬ 
hanced by the toppling over of the big 
Standard Oil tanks, undermined by 
the flood. 

M^anwhile the writers continue to 
advance und the whole business sec¬ 
tion of the town has been Invaded. 
About 1,800 in ail were rendered home- 
Use by the flood, but those whose 
homr-s nre still high und dry nra 
throwing them open to the refugees. 
Great suffering is threatened In case u/ 
a sudden cold snap. 

NEW ORLEANS READY. 

Making Preparations to Hrndlc BI 3 
Flood in Mississippi. 

New Oriems. Jan. 20.— Preparation# 
are being hurried forward lo handle 
the high water from the Ohio voilev. 
which Ih expected to arrive here by th* 
end of the week. Mayor Behrmnn hat 
betti authorised to spend money f»*r 
all necessary emergency supplies. 

Trains loaded with sand bags will b? 
held In readiness by tho railroad# 
which parallel the levees, ready to b# 
rushed Into the flat country’ of Louis - 
luna and Mississippi wherever levee* 
show* Indications of weakness. 

With the flood crest atilt clay* awa> 
the U'aler In the river Is already' near 
the tops of the levers. At Greenville 
Mia*., It Is reported that the leveet 
have been strengthened sufficiently tc 
safely hold a fifty-foot stage. Through¬ 
out the flat lands the State engineer# 
claim the levee system is capable ot 
sustaining a higher rise than ever be¬ 
fore. 


DISTILLERIES SURROUNDED. 

Kentucky River Threatens Grer 1 
Damage at Tyrone. 

Lavvrenceburg, Ky., Jan. 20.—(Spe¬ 
cial.)—The rise of the Kentucky rivet 
has struck Tyrone, four miles east •>! 
here, and the waters are gradually 
creeping into that village. The water 
has almost reached tho hJgh-watej 
mnrk of 1884. The Ripy plants of thi 
Kentucky Distilleries and Warehous# 
Company have been forced to shut 
down, nnd tho water Is within a few 
feet of the Watertlll and Frnxler distil¬ 
lery on Bailey'* run. The only way ol 
Ingress or egress to this place Is by 
boat as the water Is over the plk<* 
Many house* along the river have been 
swept a way und much damage hm 
been done. 


MANY FAMILIES MOVING. 

West Point Surrounded and Hi vrt 
Continues to Rise.

located on high ground, the water from 
Salt rl\er. backing in from th© Ohio, 
Is gradually putting the whole town 
under water.

LEVEE THREATENS TO BREAK 

Lawrenceburg, Ind., Citlxsns Fear 
Inundation. 

I>aw'rv?nceburg, Ind., Jan. 20.—The 
situation to-day was ulirmlng. the con¬ 
ditions almost approximating those of 
the flood of 1884. With the wives of 
the Ohio splashing over the levee, 
which pr«»t-ots the town, and the cer¬ 
tain knowledge that rain* already fall¬ 
en will bring the torrent over the bar¬ 
rier* within a few hours, the people 
left in this city passed a sleepless 
night. 

The town is ten feet below the top 
of the levee, and the whole city may 
be submerged from nine to ten feeu 
The loss In that event will be close to 
$1,000,000. 

One hundred and fifty picked men 
patrolled the levee alt night, while 
gangs of men with thousands of bags 
of send nnd many carloads of stone 
and other ballast were ready' to stop 
any crevasse that may be discovered. 

Business Is at a standstill. The city 
Is cut off by rvll communication wl h 
the outside world. Lo*t night rain fell 
in torrents and the wind blew a gnlc. 
No street cars are running. 

The place Is practically under mar¬ 
tial law. The manufacturing plants 
back of the town are shut down. 


1883 MARK PASSED.

1 —The river here has commenced to rt*e 
again with 32.7 on the gauge, a rise of 
one inch In twenty-four hours. Local 
packets that arrived to-day report 
heavy rain storms last evening In th* 
i lower and upper bends, hut no dam- 
age. 
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“Business.” 

Saturday Evening. Jan. 18.—The New 
Tork stock market did not respond to the 
improvement In the money situation by 
an advance this week. Instead It de- 
cHn- I rather sharply. On the publica¬ 
tion of a vsry favorable bank statement 
to-day It showed especial weakness due 
to a rush of traders to take profits on 
the sustaining influence a favorable bank 
statement should Impart. A January rise 
seems out of the question this year. They 
had become common. Although^ last 
year's wns short-lived. It was booyant. 
For months and months tbo market was 
rffmrded as held In leash by stringent 
money, and It was freely predicted that 
when relief came to the money market 
the stock market would respond with a 
bbhin In prices. The predictions were 
prolably made with no Idea that many 
railroads and Industrial corporations 
were only waiting for a sign of relaxa¬ 
tion In the money situation to announce 
huge Issuos of new securities. If the 
railroads and corporations hod held aloof 
It la probable that there would have been 
a boom, but they needed funds, and 
rushed In with their new stocks and 
bonds In the hopes that by being early 
they would secure the best terras. So 
the announcement of one home right after 
another has given rise to fear that tho 
market may suffer a period of undigested 
securities Coupled with this fear is 
some uneasiness regarding tho outlook 
for continued prosperity. The fact that 
railroads and Industrial concerns are ask¬ 
ing for heavy outlays for capital for ex¬ 
tensions and Improvement would seem 
to Indicate that the men back of these 
see no Indications of a setback In the 
near future These capital requirements 
are absolutely necessary If the business of 
tho country la to expand, and It la not 
unlikely that after a surcease or an¬ 
nouncements Wall street will recover 
from Its fit of depression and take care 
of the calls of prosperity at reasonable 
figures. The Aost favorable development 
In the money situation was the action of 
the Dank of England In reducing Its rate 
of discount from 8 to 5 per cent. While 
this does not Indicate that money Is easy. 
It shows Improvement to be world-wide. 
Commodity markets moved Irregularly 
during the week. Wheat advanced on re¬ 
ports of small Interior receipts, but re¬ 
acted on Increased estimates of ths Ar¬ 
gentine crop. Corn had the support of 
statements that excesslva moisture was 
affecting the quality, but shipments !n- 
sreased and exports oontlnued most un¬ 
satisfactory. although larger foreign 
sales promised a better movement later. 
Cbtton fluctuated In response to numerous 
speculative reports and manipulation, to¬ 
day's final prices showing losses of 3 to 
10 points for tbo week. Statistics of port 
receipts and exports continued to show 
large gains. 

The general business outlook continues 
to be exceedingly satisfactory, and the 
various lines of trado are very active and 
promising. In every line the demand 
seems to exceed the supply. The best 
Judges of the situation cannot see what 
can check ths business tide save lessened 
crops. Railroad earnings for tho first 
week of January show an Increase of 15.6 
per cent, over the corresponding week of 
last year. Bunk exchanges at New York 
for the week were 17.6 per cent less than 
a year ago. on account of decreased spec¬ 
ulative activity, but at other leading 
cities there was an average gain* of 5.2 
per cent. 

Clearings of Louisville banks for the 
week were $1,750,000 heavier than for tho 
Corresponding week a year ago. Bonk re¬ 
serves are comfortable. Business Is gen¬ 
erally active, though somewhat retarded 
by excessive ralnr_ 


The German Elections. 

Tho elections for members of the 
German Reichstag’ are now close at 
hand, and naturally there Is a great 
deal of tnterest In tho result. The 
capital question Is, will the Govern¬ 
ment win? 

This election, it will be remembered, 
was precipitated by the dissolution of 
the Reichstag because it refused to 
give the Government os much money 
an It desired for carrying on tho war 
in Southwest Africa. The wisdom of 
appealing to the country on that Issue 
was seriously questioned by many who 
were friendly to the Government It 
brought up the whole colonial policy 
of Germany, which so far has not been 
brilliant. It has cost a great deal of 
money, and has brought In nothing to 
speak of. It has also cost a good deul 
of blood, and has been beset with se¬ 
rious scandals. 

There are, of course, other questions. 
The defeat of the Government in the 
Reichstag was duo to the defection of 
tho Center, or Clerical party, which 
for years has held tho bolonco of 
pow^r, and has generally stood by the 
Government policy. The present cam- 
ra-lfcn Is well calculated to widen the 
breach between the Center and the 
CovarxuuenL Xl Is apparent that tho 


members of the Center party are not 
unanimous, and some of them are nom¬ 
inating Independent candidates. Thea- 
may not succeed, but they are likely to 
diminish the chances of tho election 
of the regular Center candidates. 
Whether this shall ultimately bo to the 
advantage of the Government or not 
remains to be seen. 

Besides tho Center the principal 
strength of the campaign againHt the 
Government lies with tho Socialists. It 
seems to be conceded that they wrlll 
guln a number of .scats. How far this 
may be counterbalanced by Govern¬ 
ment gains elsewhere Is not apparent, 
but the general result Is so for in 
doubt as to moko the Interest very in¬ 
tense; and tho excitement Is likely to 
grow until tho contest Is over. Of 
course the usual claims are made on 
both sides with a view to Influencing 
public sentiment, but oil these must be 
received with grave reserve. 

If the Government should win Us 
fight at the elections It will, of course, 
get Its appropriations for South Africa, 
but this will by no means put an end 
to tho troubles which beset 1L The 
whole colonial policy has been brought 
Into serious question. While It had a 
free hand the Government made a 
mess of it, and tt Is by no means evi¬ 
dent that It will not continue to do so 
tf accorded what It now demands. If 
It win In the election it will still be 
on trial In a matter where It has here¬ 
tofore been found wonting, and It Is an 
open question whether It will be able 
to do better In the future. 


Music In Barcelona. 

I. 

X think I said something about Barce¬ 
lona being the home of Anarchism and 
the Anarchists In Europe and of their 
exploding a couple of bombs on the 
Rambla In honor of our arrival. Rldge- 
ly contends that no such distinction 
was meant for us. He says the ob¬ 
jective point was the Grand Opera. 

Each season (according to Ridgely. 
but you know KJdgely!) for three years. 
Just on the eve of the opening of the 
opera, these demonstrations have been 
made to ncaro the people away and 
kill the management. They seem to 
have succeeded. Though the Opera 
House Is surrounded by troops without, 
while, within, a soldier meets you 
at every turn, and though every sus¬ 
picious person seeking access Is taken 
into an Improvised police station and 
ex&mtned, the stalls and boxes arc 
half empty and the parquette almost 
deserted, whilst the galleries are 
crowded by tho hoi polio!, expecting to 
witness In safety something not set 
down upon the bills. 

This Opera House is one of the larg¬ 
est In the world. It Is of the old style, 
has five tiers and a red drop-curtain, 
with gold trimmings. We go there 
without the least concern as perhaps 
the saftest place In town. In bomb¬ 
throwing It Is the unexpected that hap¬ 
pens. ”Plfr, paff, poof!" and awiy you 
go. All the. same, these fellows have 
ruined the opera season and vacated 
the hotels, albeit Mascagni Is here with 
a new opera ("Amic#"). and the one 
•pot In Europe where tho sun shines 
and the weather Is glorious. Is Barce¬ 
lona. That Is why we came here. 
Just as Col. McClung knew whom to 
kick, wo know where to go. There 
are worse dangers on this side of the 
Atlantic than Anarchism and Anar¬ 
chists. 

n. 

Mascagni’s now opera, ”Arnica”—the 
name of the supposed heroine, a peas¬ 
ant girl of no great beauty, and I am 
afraid of no great virtue—lacks the 
popular qualities of OavaJlerla Rustl- 
cana, but is a fine, resonant composi¬ 
tion, full of description and dramatic 
music. It was admirably rendered by 
the local company, with the composer 
himself holding the baton. 

Mascagni leads like a house-a-tire. 
It is a kind of frenzy from start to fin¬ 
ish. Yet the famous maestro Is a lit- 
tie pot-bellied Italian bourgeois, who 
eats three meals a dAy with perfect 
deliberation and abundance. I know*, 
because we sit at adjoining tables In 
tho cafe of the Grand Hotel and in¬ 
deed have adjacent apartments. He is 
certainly a man of genius and. though 
this ’’Arnica” may lack the popular, 
tt Is a masterpiece of pure harmonies 
and of orchestration now and again 
rising to Wagnerian dignity and power. 

In Spain they take everything seri¬ 
ously. Even the vaudeville perfor¬ 
mances are solemn. It Is only at rare 
Intervals that an alleged French Com¬ 
pany, Imparted not from Paris but 
from Marseilles or Lyons* oomes to 
town, and Interposes Its levity and vul¬ 
garity. 

The ’Walts'* between the acts are 
something awful—lasting from forty 
minutes to an hour. This Is partly to 
"promote** the "bar,” and partly to 
gratify the Spanish habit of "visiting,” 
the whole house disporting Itself in the 
"foyers” and the "loges." The little 
shows imitate the big ones. Barcelona 
In truth turns night Into day; nothing 
begins before 9 o’clock—few things be¬ 
fore ten. or eleven—the earliest din¬ 
ner hour eight. There are but two 
classes; the rich and the poor. Tlai 
rich amuse themselves. The poor do 
as they may. 

til. 

The ••scene rio” of MUflcognrsopcra may 
Interest tho musically Inclined among 
Courier-Journal readers and 1 giv« a 
rough translation of the "book.” The 
opening scene takes place In one of 
the Alpine valleys of Piedmont, In the 
court of the country residence of Ca- 
tnolne. a peasant farmer. Dawn Is 
breaking and reapers and shepherd* are 
singing In rivalry with the birds and 
tho wwnd of the sheep-bells to salute 
the splondld light of the sun. which Is 
tinting the mountains with his rosy 
hues. Camolne is happy; he Is going 
to announce the wedding arranged be¬ 
tween his niece Arnica, to whom ho ha*» 
been oa a father since her childhood, 


and Giorgio, of whom he Is the friend 
and protector. 

Giorgio and Rinaldo are two brothers. 
One day they were found abandoned on 
the high road by Camolne. Kii.aJdo, 
who was strong and fearlvts, was pro¬ 
tecting hts Utile brother, weak and 
sickly. Camolne took pity on them, 
brought them to his farm where they 
grew up, one of them gentle and sub¬ 
missive, the other rebellious and willful. 
Rinaldo, the willful. In the end hud to 
be sent away from the farm and h is 
gone to live on the mountains, as free 
as the sir. But If Camolne had dis¬ 
missed him from the form he hud not 
been forgotten by Arnica, and when 
she hears of the bridegroom her unclo 
Intends to give her, she confess s her 
real love and begs that Rinaldo be 
pardoned; she can never love Giorgio. 
Here wo have the plot, for slnoo Rlnal. 
do and Giorgio are deeply attached to 
each other, Arnica is to be the Involun¬ 
tary cause of their mortal hatred of 
each other? 

"Will you obey, or must I send you 
from my roof?" says Camolne, who In 
all this Is under the Influence of Lena, 
a friend with whom he Is too Intimate, 
and who Is afraid of being supplantod 
by Arnica. 

Arnica In despair Invokes Rinaldo, 
who appears suddenly on the scene. 

”1 am to bo married," ah* says. 

"To whom? Tell me his name so that 
I may strangle him.” 

She Is dUent and he continues; 

•'Ft Is better that I should not know 
it, so that blood may not bo shed." 

Arnica abandons herself to his pro¬ 
tection and he offers h©r the froe life of 
the rocky heights, where, os we are told 
In highfalutin Spanish, the eagle tV.es 
toward tho radiant sun. But the 
heavens become clouded; tho thunder 
sounds; and in the midst of the tem¬ 
pest they both fly. whilst Lena, who 
has seen them, calls Giorgio, who 
rus<hr*a on the scene wild with rage, 
shouting: 

‘Til kill him, tho vile seducer.” 

Thus ends the first act. The curtain 
rises upon the second act, showing a 
road between the mountains bordering 
a valley through which flows a tor¬ 
rent. This, we ore .tenured, is the 
Torrent of the Infernal Region*. Gior¬ 
gio appears, breathless. He baa taken 
a short cut In order to stop the fugi¬ 
tive pair. As Rinaldo does not know 
the name of his rival. Giorgio, In his 
turn. Is Ignornnt of th© name of the se¬ 
ducer of his promised bride. But in his 
heart he vows that whoever he may 
be he will put him «to death. Arnica 
and Rinaldo appear, she leaning cn his 
arm under the folds of his clcak. 

Suddenly the threatening figure of 
Giorgio appears before them. Tho two 
brothers recognize each other with sur¬ 
prise and almost fear. Glorg!<>. hold at 
. first, pained afterwards, accuses him 
of having taken away all tho Joy from 
his heart. He who has been until 
then and since his childhood his pro¬ 
tector and guide, strong and bold, the 
support of his weakly nature, is now 
changed Into tho thief of his affec¬ 
tions and of hts happiness. 

”1 owe you my life,” says he. "Why 
did you not let me die then, since 
without pity you are killing mo now?” 

At these words all tho strength of 
fraternal love rises in the heart of 
Rinaldo, stifling his passion for Amir* 
She only Is In fault for not having told 
the name of his rival; he begs her to 
forget him and to give her lovo to 
Giorgio. ”If you loved me it 
was only for a moment. • • • Don't 
close your heart to my entreaties. 

• • • Your h^art Is good; let It lis¬ 

ten to me. Think that Giorgio’s fu¬ 
ture depends on you alone. • • • 

Pity him and give him your love. 

• • • I ask this sacrifice of you. • • •“ 

Arnica refuses. She will not give up 

her passion for Rinaldo, who becomes 
more and more exalted, hesitating no 
longer. He must make one more sacri¬ 
fice for Giorgio, and alone; he will ’re¬ 
turn forever to t^$o heights, nearor to 
the heavens, farther from the earth, 
where the starry peace of the night 
■tills the temp*9t and calms great 
griefs. And In spite of Arnica, who 
struggles to retain him, he crosses the 
torrent and Is seen on tho other side 
mounting with a sure and strong step 
the steep bank. Impracticable for any 
oth^r. 

Arnica rushes afier him, trying to 
overtake him, and calling him In agony 
whilst she struggles wildly with feet 
and hands to climb tho precipitate 
bank. Inclined almost vertically above 
tho torrent which roars below. But 
her foot slips and *ho Is seen to fall 
and disappear In the Abyss. 

"Fatal love,” exclaim the two broth¬ 
ers despairingly. 

And there you are. a good, old 
Italian plot set to new-fashioned Ital¬ 
ian music. After the piece there was 
an orchestral concert. Mascagni lead¬ 
ing. ThA* did the Mels torsi ngcra, the 
Leonora Overture of Beethoven and the 
Tannhauser Overture, and did them in 
great shape.

Jamaican Disaster*. 

The city of Kingston has a long rec 
ord of disasters, but so had its pre¬ 
decessors as the capitals of Jamaica. 
The first capital was Seville d’Ono. It 
was overcome, we are Informed, by a 
pest of red ants. Spanish Town suc¬ 
ceeded Jt. but It was so disadvantage 
pualy situated that It was allowed to 
rail into ruins Then came Port Roy¬ 
al, ”the city of the buccaneers.” as It 
was coiled for a long time. It was the 
capital city of the pfrates who gathered 
rich spoil in the waters of the West 
Indies. In the old plrato days open 
hogsheads of rum and wine stood at 
the comers of ths streets for all to 
partake. Port Royal was known as 
the richest city in the West Indies and 
**tho wickedest In the universe." After 
the great earthquake of 1692 the city 
of Port Roynl sMd Into the sea, and 
nearly 3,000 houses were destroyed, 
along with great wharves and stores of 
rich merchandise. Since then ships 
have been going over theV ruins of 
the old town. But the disaster to Port 
Royal caused tho building of klngston 
on the other side of the harbor. 

The shock of the earthquake of 169 
was felt In the whole Island. "Chains 
of hills were riven asunder; new chan¬ 
nels formed for the rivers; mountains 
dissolved with a mighty crash, bury 
Ing beneath the people of adjacent 
volleys; whole settlement* sank Into 
the bowdls of the earth; plantations 
were removed en masse, and an the 
sugar works were destroyed.” A pe¬ 
culiar Incident of that great disaster 
Is commemorated by a tombstone at 
Green Bay. near Kingston, which has 
this Inscription: 

"Haro lye* the body of Lewis Galdr 
Esqra, who departed this life at Port 
Royal. *the 22d December, 1789, aged 90 
yoars. He was born In France, but came 
to settle In this Island, where he was 
swallowed up In the groat Earthquake In 
the year 1692, and by the providence of 
Gol was by another shock thrown Into 
the s*a. and miraculously escaped by 
swimming, until a boat took him up. He 
Mved many years afterwords In great rep¬ 
utation. beloved by all that knew him, 
and much lamented at ids death." 

Half a century later the town of 
Savanna la Mar was swept by a tidal 
wave, and not a vestige of man, beast 
or habitation left behind. Klngiton it¬ 
self has had numerous disasters before 
this last. It Has had three earthquakes, 
three great fires and three destructive 
hurricanes. In 178? It was burned to the 
ground, but was gradually rebuilt. In 
1843 it was again burned down, caus¬ 
ing a loss of fifteen million dollar*. In 
1815 thero was a great storm, from 
which Kingston suffered with the rest 
of the Island. In 1880 there was a 
ereat hurricane. In 1903 the last great 
storm occurred, and nearly wiped out 
Port Antonio, the American colony. 

The recent disaster is but a continu¬ 
ation of a long scries that has visited 
the Island and its capital. Kingston 
will no doubt survive this affliction 
olso, but the future of the island is the 
subject of iP-nve apprehension.

Apologies to Macbeth. 

"They stumble who run foat.” The 
columns of a morning newspaper arc 
filled between tho setting of the sun 
and "tho noon of night.” Mistakes are 
necessarily mad* now and then by 
members of the best regulated news¬ 
paper families. In tho staring, cold 
type of tho morning after errors made 
in the heat and hurry of the evening's 
work rise up to mock their makers like 
tho ghosts of words spoken and deeds 
done, when 

"In the (Viewers that wreath ths spark tin* 

bowl. 

Fell adders hiss and poisonous serpents 
roll.” 

All of this prefaces an apology to 
Macbeth, demanded by a reader of tho 
Couri or-Journal, who admires that 
much misguided and Utile lamented 
man. In an unguarded moment words 
of Hamlet were put. in the*© columns, 
Into tho mouth of the murderer of "the 
gracious Duncan.” They flt tolerably, 
but have called forth this protest: 

"In the** days, when Shakespeare is at¬ 
tacked from many direction*, if the 
Courier-Journal node, 1 must 'rhak© my 
gory locks* at It. 

"My copy does not tudicato that Mac- 
bet h ever quoted the part of Hamlet’s 
soliloquy In which Hamlet says 'con¬ 
science docs make cowards of us all.* 

"Nothing mode a coward of Macbeth. 
He was. 1 think, a gam* old devil to the 
last ditch. After his charms failed, after 
Blmam Wood come to Dunsinane. and hi* 
opponent was not ‘om? of woman born,' 
'before he threw hts warlike shield* and 
said 'lay on Macduff, and damned be him 
who first cries "Hold, enough!' ” 

Too many persons nowadays fnll to 
keep up an acquaintanceship with the 
author whose legacy to literature was so 
large that all who speak the English 
language must quote him more or less, 
and it is good to know that there are 
irJII persona whose admiration for the 
Bard of Avon keeps them on guard to 
transfix anyone so rush as to take 
liberties with him. But apologies are 
due rather U> a reader whose Intimate 
knowledge of the text of Shakespeare's 
plays mnke him sensitive to a mis¬ 
placed quotation than to Macbeth. 

That Macbeth did not quote Hamlet 
was due to the fact that he had not 
had an opportunity to read his words 
of wisdom rather than to any tack of 
applicability to hts dilemma. Conscience 
did make tin arrant coward of tho 


thane. The quality of his courage, un¬ 
questioned upon an honorable field of 
battle, was unequal to the consummation 
of his plot against the life of Duncan, 
and he could never have committed 
the crime had he not been urged on by 
Lady Macbeth. Conscience had made 
a coward of him. he said: 

"M« thought I heard a voice cry 'Sleep 
no more, 

Macbeth does murder sleep—the Innocent 
sleep, 

Sleep that knits up the ravel’d sleeve of 
care.* 

"Still it cried ‘Sleep no more, to all in the 
bouse: 

Glam Is hath murdered sleep, and there¬ 
fore Cawdor 

Shall aleep no more—Macbeth shall sleep 
no more.' ” 

Conscience, having a larger score 
against him, had made a more abject 
coward of him when he saw the ghost of 
Banquo silting at hts place at the ban. 
quet board with "twenty mortal mur¬ 
ders'* on his crown. The wl-tches 
bolstered his courage a bit by telling 
him that non© would be victorious 
over him till Blmam Wood should 
come to Dunsinane, and that none born 
of woman could harm him. After Lady 
Macbeth’s tardily-awakened conscience 
had killed her and after Macduff hod 
laid bare the trickery of the witches’ 
prophesy. Macbeth fought with the 
courage of deepalr, but he had been 
hiring murderer* and seeing ghosts, and 
complaining of his Inability to sleep, 
since he plunged a sen-ant’s dagger 
Into Duncan’s threat.

"Not everybody Is so fortunate as to 
live In New York," gently murmurs the 
New York World In the course of a 
whimsical and good-natured retort to 
Mias Ellen Terry's Indiscreet remark 
that on her coming American tour "we 
shall not leave the civilized parts of the 
States." Our contemporary defends the 
so-called "uncivilised parts," but there 
lurks In the defense a patronising 
strain of which the sentence quoted at 
the outset of thlq article Is a sample.

New York Is 
a great, busy, teeming, fascinating, 
throbtxlng center; one of the dynamos 
of the world's activities, but she Is sor¬ 
did, brutal, materialistic and mechan¬ 
ical. She Is tawdry, flashy, noisy, friv¬ 
olous and degenerate.

Booker T. Washington Is tbe fore¬ 
most negro in America. He stands at 
the head of his race os an educator an J 
molder of thoughL He believe* In 
training the hands as well as the brain, 
and to train hands and brain together. 
When Washington founded the Tuske- 
gee Normal and Industrial Institute he 
had no money, and the school had none. 
During the first year he was Its only 
teacher, and the thirty pupils were 
given Instruction in an old church and 
a dilapidated shanty owned by the col¬ 
ored people of the neighborhood. 

• • • 

The Institute now owns 2.000 acres of 
land, eighty-three building*, dwellings, 
dormitories, class rooms, shops and 
barns, live stock, farm implement*, 
etc., *11 valued at $85,000. This does 
not include 22.000 acres of public lands 
granted by Congress, valued at $135.- 
000, nor the endowment fund of $1,275,- 
000. The institute now has over 1,800 
pupils in nil Its departments, and Is 
growing every year. This is the quar- 
ter-of-a-century record of a negro who 
believes in improving his race by 
teaching the honorableness of work. 

• • • 

Henry O. Tanner Is a negro ar-tUt 
who has gained an International repu¬ 
tation. He studied In Philadelphia and 
later In Parla HI* picture. "Daniel in 
the Lion’s Den,” was bought by the 
Pennsylvania Academy, and later "The 
Raising of Lazarus” was purchased by 
the French Government and now hang* 
on the walls of the Luxembourg. An¬ 
other work of his. "The Two Disciples 
nt the Tomb,” was purchased for the 
art collection of the Museum of Chi¬ 
cago. He ha* been awarded both the 
Walter Lipplncott prize, offered by the 
Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts, 
and the Harris prise for the best ex¬ 
hibit shown In the Chicago Art Instl- 

Edmonla Lewis, the colored sculpt¬ 
ress. has lived abroad *> long that 
many people do not know that fcbo whs 
born In the vicinity of ^bany. New 
York. She Is quite an old woman now. 
her first exhibition having bo?n mode 
In Boston In 1S66. Her statue * Th| 
Freed woman." waa completed prljr to 
her departure for Rome. Upon her ar¬ 
rival In the Eternal City h*r work 
gave so much evidence of genuine tal¬ 
ent that site was greatly befriendtd 
by Harriet Hoemer. Charlotte Cush¬ 
man. and others. Two of the fiuest Ho¬ 
dmens of her work are "The Marriage 
of Hiawatha," owned In New York, and 
the portrait bust of Abraham Lincoln, 

which Is in San Jose, Cal.

A prominent figur# In tho musical 
world l* Usut. Walter H. Loving, the 
negro band-master who captivated the 
crowd ot the St. Louis exposition with 
hls Filipino band of eighty places. Tho 
best band* In the irorld came to par¬ 
ticipate in the musical contest at SL 
Louis, end Loving was swarded sec¬ 
ond prize, defeating famous organisa¬ 
tion! like Sousa’*, the Mexican Nation¬ 
al Band, and ths Royal Hand of Kn *' 
land. The first prize was won by the 
French musicians, but iture were 
many authorities who claimed that the 
Filipinos were equally as good. Loving 
Is a native of St. Paul. Minn. He stu¬ 
died In Boston and organized two army 
bands before going to the Philippine*, 
where he hod to master ths Spanish. 
Tagnlog and llocano languages In or¬ 
der to make hlmawlf undersU ud by hls 
men. He rehearaed eight hours a duy 
on the ship which brought hls bond to 
America, and continued the daily drill 
until the opening of the exposition, at 
which time hls men were thoroughly 
familiar with over a thousand selec- 
tlons.

Cole ft Johnson are not only success¬ 
ful actors, but composers of popular 
air* os well.

"Great was 
th© surprise and yet greater the delight 
at the recent annual meeting of the Tien 
Tsu Hul (antl-footbinding society) when 
It was announced that not only a Chin#*© 
committ«e had been formed, but also a* 
executive committee with two Chines* 
gentlemen «* secretaries, one for foreign 
correspondence and one for Chin©*©, and 
that *©ven*l of the gentlemen would li¬ 
teral th© meeting.

Tl©n Tsu Hul had trlf»d In various quar¬ 
ters to find successors to carry on their 
labors nnd had, it» they thought, failed.

CARMACK OPPOSED TO IT. 


Washington. Jan. 20.—[Special.]— 
“Th© Blackburn amendment wa* the 
handiwork of Joe Blackburn himself 
and Is drawn with the skill of an artist. 
Senator Blackburn has proved himself 
to be one of the wisest and most re¬ 
sourceful leaders the party has ever 
had In the Senate. 

"The Republicans got together in 
secret and agreed on a harmless com¬ 
promise resolution without considering 
what the Democrats would think about 
It and now they are astounded when 
the Democrats have made It necessary 
for them to go on record on the legality 
of the President's action In the Browns¬ 
ville case. 

"If Senator Aldrich offers his resolu¬ 
tion to tear up the South. It wlU go 
before the country discredited as hav¬ 
ing been offered In bad faith, as a dis¬ 
honest movement to coerce the South¬ 
ern Senators Into acquiescence with 
the programme of the anti-Roosevelt 
Republicans, the negroes and the assis¬ 
tant negroes. If Aldrich’s amendment 
Is offered It will never come to a vote. 
The Senate will continue until the end 
of the Fifty-ninth Congress.” 

In the above words Senator Carmack, 
the brilliant Tennesseean, whose time 
expires next March 4. the same day as 
that of the minority leader. Senator 
Blackburn, explained the purpose of 
the Senate Democrats to call the bluff 

of Senator Aldrich.

No Compact. 

There are a number of Democrats 
who, while strongly favoring the Black¬ 
burn amendment, are not in favor of 
making any compact with the Presi¬ 
dent In regard to it It Is understood 
that a Democratic Senator to-day noti¬ 
fied his colleagues that If there was to 
be any agreement with raferonce to this 
matter he would to-morrow take the 
floor against It. It will be recalled 
that several Democratic Senators had 
some very unpleasant experiences last 
session with the President in connec¬ 
tion with making political agreements 
when the President changed around on. 
the Railroad Hats BUI and there Is a 
feeling current that the President will 
not ‘‘stand hitched,” but might do the 
sanve thing on this measure. 

There is a strong feeling that be 
might make sn agreement with the 
Democrats to-day and then desert them 
at the crucial test of strength In the 
Senate to-morrow. leaving them 
stranded high and dry on the beach, 
while the Republican hulk floats off 
serenely on. the oiled waters of party 
harmony. In other words, that he 
may desert the Democrats to-morrow 
If the Republicans present an equally 
feasible proposition. 

It Is known that these Democratic 
Senators will vote for the Blackburn 
amendment, but they will not make any 
arrangement which might again put 
them In an embarrassing position. 

"Will the President stick?” is the 
question heard on every hand in po¬ 
litical circles to-night, when told that 
the President Insists upon the adoption

The Increase of salary amendment 
for members of Congress, which passed 
the House on Friday. Is apt to create 
some disturbance In the Senate. It 
passed the House wlthouft a yea and 
gsy vote, so that It Is Impossible to 
tell who voted In favor of the In¬ 
crease of salaries and who voted 
against It- The way the vote was 
taken Is calculated to work an In¬ 
justice to those w-ho were against it. 

The Legislative Appropriation Bill 
containing the salaries amendment, 
which was adopted by the House on 
Friday, will bs returned to the Sen¬ 
ate to-morrow, and It is expected that 
the conferees will report on it Tues¬ 
day or Wednesday, aftor the Senate 
aends the bill Info conference. 

An effort will be made to have the 
Senate accept the salary increase 
amendment of the House without the 
taking of a yea and nay vote in the 
Senate. From fifteen to twenty Sena¬ 
tors arc necessary to bring about a 
yea and nay vote, Inasmuch as one- 
flfth of the Senators present must fa¬ 
vor such a roll call before It can be 
taken. 

Senator Kayner, of Maryland, declares 
himself unequivocally against the pro¬ 
posed raise, and ho will demand a 
yea and nay vote In the Senate If one 
can poeaibly be obtained. When asked 
to-day In reference to the proposed in¬ 
crease, he said; 

"I have, during tb© time that I have 
been In Washington at the sestvlons of 
the Senate, practically given up the 
practice of my profession, and I could 
use the $2,600 Increase Just as well as 
any other member of Congress. But 1 
am unalterably opposed to the lncrca*» 

1 was elected*upon a salary of $;>. •< a 
year and I cannot reconcile the prepo¬ 
sition to myself that I have right to 
vote to Increase it. Without criticis¬ 
ing Anyone who differ* w ith me, I con¬ 
sider It wrong in principle and wrong 
In policy, and 1 shall do everything I

Virginia Debt 


The Attorney Genera] of West Vir¬ 
ginia and Senator Elkina, of that State, 
have been In consultation for the last 
few duya In this city with ex-8eeretary ' 
Carlisle In regard to tho readjusted 
debt of the State of Virginia, the lat¬ 
ter having brought suit against West 
Virginia for one-third of the debt. 

Tli* authorities of West Virginia have 
decided to resist the suit, and At the 
request of the Governor. Attorney (kn- 
er>d and Senator Elkins, Mr Carlisle 
has been employed as tho leading coun¬ 
sel In the ca*©. The legal question will 
be In the equity of the demand and 
what Is Justly due by West Virginia to 
the State of Virginia. It Is understood 
that Mr. Carlisle Is given a large re¬ 
taining fee and If he wins the suit, 
which will go through to the Supreme 
Court for flnhl settlement, his services 
will be handsomely rewarded. The case 
will attract national Interest among 
tho legal minds of the country* 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury

The military head¬ 
quarters in Petersburg was Just opposite 
the Prcobytsrlan manse, and every time l 
heard the clatter of hoofs as a cavalcado 
of officers rods up with dispatches or on 
official burin©**, you may know I ran 
out to see, and always with the hope of 
seeing Lee. but while I saw many of the 
othor lender* Uuwt was not my fortune. 
Years alter the war. my cousin end I 
heard that Lee was to pass through our 
town on a certain train. We asked per¬ 
mission to *0 during recess to see him. 
It was refused. Our teacher was a stem 
Scot who tGlcved that to sparo the rod 
was to spoil the child. But we went! We 
did not seo him, but that Is one trans¬ 
gression ot wlflch 1 have never report el, 
and I tccl perfectly site In advising every 
schoolboy to run away to sue a man like 
that—If they get a chance! But when 1 
was again a schoolboy in Petersburg I 
u»ed to lie In my bed under a patch In 
the wall where one of those shells hod 
gone through whose sound had been as 
familiar in othor years to mo a* the trol¬ 
ley car Is to the boys of lxmlsvllle, and 
envy him us he told me how he had been 
at the wedding of Gen. I*©©’* son, and 
tho General had taken him on his write 
and let him play with his sword!

His Nume nnd Fame WUI Live. 

Well, those days nre gone, and Instead 
of strife and conflict we have a nation 
at peace, and greater than the greatest 
dreams of our fathers. But one thing we 
now know: It will never outgrow the 
fame of Lee. and thoro will never come 
a time In nil its great ami unlcnagh.fd 
history w. rn hi* name and fame wdl 
not be a paxi of tluat priceless heritage 
that ofi high and noble living bequeaths 
to posterity. 

A certain general had severely and un¬ 
kindly attoeved Oen. Lee's military pol¬ 
icy.

wrote, cordially recommending this men 
11!a secretary objected, reminding him of 
th!a man’s stricture* upon him. He re¬ 
plied: "I undrrsuxHl President Davis to 
a«k my opinion of Gen. W., not Gen. 
W.'s opfol n of me." 

How be bore hks part belongs to his¬ 
tory Others will tell—others have told- 
how he exhausted every resource of mil¬ 
itary sclencv, e vcr>* suggestion of mlUUuy 
genius.

N EW ORLEANS. Jan. 20 —(Special] 
public attention at the present 
time la undoubtedly taken up by 
Fred Cook and his filly.

Possibly the real reason was tl»at Min¬ 
nie Adams simply gave another exhibi¬ 
tion of her erratic disposition, which had 
t een manifested on more than one former 
occasion. As a climax to the last act In 
the drama, Judgo Trevelyan had the 
owner, with his trainer and Jockey, on 
the carpet, but no explanation of the 
race was forthcoming, and that official, 
when interviewed directly after dismiss¬ 
ing the case, said that uO official action 
tould be taken, and the reversal of form 
In Minnie Adams' case was but one of t 
ibe many unfortunate angles which crop 
ip in the racing game. 

For once In a great while the local 
racing officials mndo a determined effort 
to stamp out the handltng of stimulants 
among horsemen. William Hastings, bet¬ 
ter known among turf followers as

T HE Jdal© High School boy* h*v© 
decldetl to have a genuine, Eng¬ 
lish, cnxw-country run for th© 
championship of the school and 
of the various classes. About 150 entries 
for this event have already been made. 

This run ts * direct result of th© visit 
of Prof. R. P. Hslleck. principal of th© 
Male High School, to England last sum¬ 
mer. On Investigating th© great English 
schools he found that they endeavored 
to lnstdl Into all their boy* a love for 
manly, out-of-door athletic exercise. 
Where the school* in America reach only 
a few of the moot promising athletes, the 
English school* succeed In reaching near¬ 
ly all of their boy*. English school- 
tracters told Prof Halieck that their 
playgrounds were worth more than any 
single *tn*<ly In tho development of a 
boy** character nnd capacity of dealing 
with hi* fellows. Prof. Halieck learned 
that some of the greatest Engl'sh schools 
required ss * part of the curriculum a 
participation In not less than two ath- 
letlo contests per week. In the fall, this 
Is usually football; In the spring, cricket 
and various kind* of field sports 
Prof. Halieck also mingled with the 
English boys and found them a healthy, 
broad-chested, hard-working set. He said 
that h© had to acknowledge that the Eng¬ 
lish boys not only played harder, but 
also studied harder and more hours than 
American boys. It was Impressed on him 
that play and work not only should go 
together, but actually did go together In 
the great English schools. 

In order to reach a* many as poeslble 
of his toys. Prof. Halieck decided to 
Inaugurate a series of English cross¬ 
country runs. In which the sprinters of 


th© school would not possess the time 
maikcd advantage as In short runs 
Th© senior boys of some of the great 
English schools have a continuous run 
of seven miles across the country, over 
fences, across plowed fields ojid through 
forests. The average time of the winner 
la from thirty-seven to thlrtv-etght min¬ 
utes. Th© smaller boys run from four to 
five miles. Prof. Halieck will to-morrow 
appoint a com ml ties to decide on the 
course. The first run will take place 
some time In the last part of February, 
or In March, according to the weather. 
He hopes that fully 90 per cent, of the 
school will enter. If any part of this 
course should lie near a public road a 
large number of friend* of the school 
have promts©d to follow the runners In 
automobiles and carriages. It la said

In dtscusstn this subject to-day Secre¬ 
tary Horae© W. Wilson, of the local as¬ 
sociation. said: “There is only one draw¬ 
back. or perhaps two. that will prevent 
the coming season of 1907 being one of 
tho very best w© have ever had for light 
harness sport. The embarrassing condi¬ 
tions connected with conducting pooling 
at meetings In the East, prevailing at 
several principal tracks, and the short¬ 
ness of the season. 1 understand, how¬ 
ever. that the Eastern authorities are In¬ 
clined to be more liberal this year, es¬ 
pecially as speculation on trotting tracks 
Is confined principal!*' to the owners and 
trainers.

T HE question hat often been asked 
as to whether John L Sullivan 
won more money In th© prlx© 
ring than Bob Fltxslmmons. 
That fortunes were earned by both men 
on their large number of victories I* evi¬ 
dent. 

One ring veteran expresses th© opin¬ 
ion that Fltsolmmori* probably made as 
much as ten tlmra the amount Sullivan 
derived from Ms ring battle*. 

Whan Sullivan was the heavyweight 
champion of this country the stakes 
fought for w**r© small compared to 
what they hav© been since Corbett de¬ 
bated him for th© title In th© fall of 
1K92 st New Orleans While Sullivan 
held th© championship title of this 
country for ten years. It Is extremely 
doubtful whether h© nnd his backer* 
quit better than even on his earnings 
In the prlx© ring. 

In tho first place Sullivan fought only 
six prhee ring battles during his entire 
career, and in giving him credit for 
that number his ten-round glovo con- 
tesj with John Donaldson will have to 
be Included. lie knocked Donaldson 
out In ten rounds In Cincinnati. Then 
he fought John Flood on a barge In 
the Hudson river, opposite Yonkers, 
and won In eight rounds. HI* last 
battle of Importance urns with Paddy 
Ryan, at Mississippi City, on February 
7 , 1882, for the heavyweight champion¬ 
ship of America, which he won In nine 
rounds He then fought Charley Mit¬ 
chell at Chantilly, Fmnee, and suc¬ 
ceeded In getting a draw after fighting 
thirty-nine rounds In three hour* anu 
eleven minutes. 

The next year he met Jake Kfintln for 
the heavyweight champlonsMp title, and 
defeated him In seventy-five round* at 
Rlchburg Mis*. Three years lat-r he 
met his Waterloo at the hand* of Jim 
Corbett In t^oiuy-on© rounds at New

Second 
quarter Iron Is hard to get and Is sell¬ 
ing for $22 to $?2.5© per tun, for No. 2 
foundry spot . Iron Is quot¬ 
ed at $23 to $21 For delivery after 
July 1 No. 2 iron is bringing $19 and the 
demand 1* strong at that figure. The 
demand for charcoal Iron, quoted **‘t $2S 
to $26. Is the feature of the present sit¬ 
uation. None of this grade is now be¬ 
ing made in the Stale, owing to scarcity 
of raw material, and the shortage of 
cars, but th© Shelby Iron Company Is 
proptaxing to blow In Its furnace during 
the next two w eeks. Strong effor>s are 
tming put forth to enlarge production 
In foundry iron also. One more fur¬ 
nace will bk>w In during the week, ac¬ 
cording to th© present programme and 
• ithers will follow until seven or eight 
arc put in within th© *»©*t ninety days, 
provided that no back-sot In raw ma¬ 
terial supply Is encountered. There 
has been a marked Improvement In the 
raw material situation and this hna 
led to extensive preparations being 
made for tho enlargement of pig iron 
production.

Wheat Market For the Week 
Vacillating. 


8 AJVTE OLD CONTROVERSY OVER 
AMOUNT IN NORTHWEST. 


CTRESS LAID ON DECREASE OF 
MINNEAPOLIS STOCK. 


URGE ARRIVALS IN CHICAGO. 


Ohlcairo, Jan. 20.—t Special.]—A dla- 
Cram of t ho wheat market for the week 
atioivs a wavering Uno, the price vacil¬ 
lating between narrow extremes but 
Indicating an enlarged Interest at the 
speculative end. It was speculation 
more than fundamental Influences that 
proved the con trotting force* although 
there was Interesting news both from 
home and abroad. 

The snows of the week have had a 
dual effect. Up In tho Northwest It 
meant a continuance of the small move¬ 
ment that has been a prominent fea¬ 
ture all season. In the winter wheat 
regions It meant protection to the grow¬ 
ing grain and additional likelihood of 
a good crop in 1207. The two influences, 
working in opposition, came near being 
nugatory in net results. 

Followers of the wheat market drew 
some of their Inspiration from the Action 
of oats, die grain that Is showing pos¬ 
sibilities of taking the center of the 
speculative stage. At last oats la ex¬ 
hibiting what smallness of supplies can 
do when the trade once becomes con¬ 
vinced that thero Is no big surplus with 
which to deal. There was arguing from 
oats to wheat, taking the Northwest 
situation as one of the premises in the 
syllogism and Lhe analogy. 

There Is the same old controversy 
about the amount of wheat In the 
Northwest States. The contenders for 
tho theory that there must be great 
quantities of spring wheat held back 
survey tho present movement calmly 
and say that It simply means there 
must be a proportionately larger move¬ 
ment later on and that this movement 
is likely to become of sufficient mo¬ 
mentum to have & vital effect on the 
markets of the world. 

• • • 

Stocks Decreased. 

The other faction Insist the move¬ 
ment must be token as In Index of 
what there Is and they lay great stress 
upon the fact that stocks at Minnea¬ 
polis actually decreased during the 
seek, whereas during the corresponding 
week a year ago there was an Increase 
of nearly a million bushels. Duluth 
did better than Minneapolis, but the in¬ 
crease in stocks at the two cities was 
only 200,000 bushels compared with an 
Increase of 1,500,000 bushels a year ago. 
About the only other change, or pros¬ 
pective change. In the Northwest is the 
prediction that the rail lines will bo 
open this week for wheat shipments. 
Meanwhile the cash situation at Min¬ 
neapolis U Interesting, millers paying 
a nice premium over May for No. 1 
Northern to grind. There was further 
talk of the Northwestern millers hav¬ 
ing to go from the country to the ac¬ 
cumulation centers for pressing sup¬ 
plies One interesting item of the 
week’s budget of news was from SL 
Louis, which reported 56,000 rod win¬ 
ter wheat sold there to go to Louts- 
Vllle at the May price. Kansas City's 
companion piece to this was & sale of 
considerable flour for export and Lhe 
prospective opening of a big mill which 
bad been closed for some time. 

Snow* covering is a first class thing 
for growing winter wheat, but when 
the snow Is gone there Is likely to be 
more danger than usual because of tho 
forward condition of the blades which 
were unduly stimulated by the warm 
weather the last two months. This 
view Is rather a borrowing of trouble, 
however. GeneraJly speaking the win¬ 
ter wheat crop Is In excellent condi¬ 
tion at this stage. Here and there ar© 
complaints of pests and of conditions 
iblo for their propagation. The 
trad© is making careful note of every¬ 
thing that affects the new crop, be¬ 
hoving that even a mndorat© scare 
mould have a buoyant effect on the 
market Immediately. 

Argentine looked up as a shipping 
factor during the w f eek. the movement 
aggregating nearly 2 . 000.000 bushels, ns 
oompared with 736.000 bushels the week 
before and 640,000 the corresponding 
week a year ngo. Foreign markets 
acted toward these as If they had dis¬ 
counted them at the time the sales 
were negotiated. Manitoba’s receipt 
of wheat at market centers wns pro- 

K jrtionntely as small as that at Du- 
th nnd Minneapolis, compared with a 
year ago. Diverging reports from Ar¬ 
gentine tell of various outlooks for this 
year’s crop, but the best opinion la that 
the surplus may be slightly larger than 
thnt of last year, hardly enough for 
the American trader to quibble over. 

• # • 

May Give Out. 

Arrivals mt Chicago are larger than 
those of a year ago. but they have 
fallen off ns compared with receipts of 
the past few* weeks. The decrease has 
sen some to thinking that the sources 
of this city's supply nre on the verge of 
giving out. 

At Minneapolis. Chicago. Milwaukee, 
K md In the Ohio valley 

there was a better demand for flour, 
and the export business show** sub¬ 
stantial signs of revival. For the most 
part foreign bids are out of line. Re¬ 
garding supplies In this country the 
Dally Trade Bulletin says there was 
B62.000.000 bushels of wheat In farmers* 
hands January 1. Of this 23ft.000.000 
bushels will he needed for cons*imp- 
tlon at home and 30.000.000 bushels for 
spring seeding, leaving a surplus of 
102 , 000.000 bushels for reserve and ex¬ 
port. last year the quantity on hand 
July 1 was 46,000,000 bunhels. 

Developments In the corn market are 
largely a reflection of tho 9 © In wheat 
and oat*, there being Insufficient new 
motives In the grain Itself to stir things 
up. There with a discouraging narrow¬ 
ness In the volume of seaboard clear¬ 
ances all w’eek as compared with those 
of the previous year. The weather was 
favorable neither for an advance of 
grain to market nor for the drying-out 
process which the trade so much de- 
slrts as a preliminary to business. Ar¬ 
gentine shipments were only 520.000 
bushels, against 1,135,000 the previous 
Week and 496 000 bushel* a year ago. 
Big packers and country speculators 
believe in higher values for corn be¬ 
cause of present feeding values A Bal¬ 
timore dealer reports that corn la about 
one cent out of line for export. 

• * * 

Bullish Sentiment. 

Professional traders found much In 
oats to interest them and there Is a 
growing bullish sentiment In this grain. 
The big holders, like Patten nnd the 
Northern Grain Company, were heuvy 
buyers during the week. Offerings in¬ 
crease with price advances, but the Im¬ 
pulse toward a higher level of values Is 
helped along by u good cash demand, 
light receipts and th* prospect of 
steady raduotlon In local storks. 

Price* of hogs had a sagging ten¬ 
dency due to heavier receipts, but val¬ 
ue* are still well above the *6 60 mark 
for animals of quality. In provision* 
thera Is h particularly good demand for 
lard, although some speculators assert 
that the shipping demand for cash 
produet Is poor nnd thut sales abjoid 
cannot be made at anything Ilk** the 
quotations current here. 


OIL FIELDS DULL. 


Production Below Demand, 
Despite Good Weather. 


HEAVIER GRADES FROM WEST 
MAKE UP SHORTAGE. 


KENTUCKY TERRITORY ONE OF 
GREAT POSSIBILITIES. 


TO PROSPECT NEW SECTION. 


Toledo, O.. Jan. 20.— [Special.)—A 
comparison of developments In the 
high-grade fields of Indiana, Ohio. West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, New York and 
Kentucky is not possible, for all ate 
equally dull and listleta. Up to the 
present time the winter weather has 
not been sufficiently severe to caus<- 
any great slump In the production of 
the older fbdd*. Despite the fact that 
conditions have been quite favorable. 
K has been apparent for some time that 
the production has fallen below the de¬ 
mand and the latter must be met with 
the heavier grades of oil from the 
West. Some of the great trunk lines, 
at one time used exclusively for the 
transportation of Penn*ylvan;a crude 
to the eastern •©aboard, are now* 
crowded to capacity with t.he product 
of the fields In the twin terrltorioa. 
At the tlmo of their construction It 
was not expected or even dreamed that 
within less than two decades they 
would be conveying oil from the geo¬ 
graphical center of the United Stats* 
to the Atlantic coast. 

• • • 

Kentucky Potential Field. 


There I* no encouraging outlook In 
any of the fields to the east of Indiana, 
unless It may be In Kentucky, where 
there Is an unknown quantity of un¬ 
developed territory to be tested, and 
there are thousands of acre* that have 
been stingily drilled over that are 
known to be good. There likewise is 
•till much undrilled land in Ohio and 
West Virginia that will be drilled 
when the markets show an up¬ 
ward tendency. The real life of the oil 
field Just rum In the way of leasing Is 
centered In Western Indiana along the 
Wabash river, due to the drilling of 
good wells some two months ago, near 
Riley. In Vigo county. Before the mid¬ 
dle of the coming summer a great 
many test wells will be sunk In quest 
of crude In many of the township* 
from Torro Haute south to the Ohio 
river, and some development work Is 
looked for on the south side of the 
Ohio, in Kentucky, os the line of the 
great Illinois field bears off in the di¬ 
rection of the old Glasgow develop¬ 
ments In Barren county, and ltxtsers 
are now working on that line. The 
western section of Indiana is worth 
keeping a close watch on as many 
prominent oil men with money are 
securing leases there. The Illinois 
field at the present time Is rather 
quiet, owing to the weather condition*. 
In the more western fields of Oklahoma, 
no new work will be done in the way of 
pipe lines, as the restriction* put on 
by the Secretary of the Interior ar© 
such that monied men wiU not stand 
the heavy Investment*.

WORKERS ARE KEPT BUSY. 


To day Is a red-letter day In the annals 
of the Greater Louisville Exposition, for 
to-d&y the work of assigning space on 
the big floors of the Exposition building 
will be begun Applications for a large 
percentage of the total space have been 
made, and notices have been sent out 
from exposition headquarters to the appli¬ 
cant*. requesting thorn to appear at a 
given hour In order that they may select 
space without any conflict.

Attractive Plnn. 

Laid off by Capt Brlnton B. Davis, the 

f lan of the main floor and balcony of 
he Exposition building presents a most 
attractive appearance The aWles arc 
apacluufc. and they have been arranged 
In such a way as to make the *i>ac* In 
all parts of the greut hull valuable to the 
prospective exhibitor. Wide a»sl»*« sur¬ 
round the building, and no aisle will be 
Without a row o? exhibitor* on cither tide 
The center avenue will be twenty feot 
wide, and will present a most attracU\e 
appearand This spar*, will be held at 
the highest terms, though the prices do 
not vary greatly.

Many of the New Albany people were 
engaged yesterday In moving their fur¬ 
niture menaced by the flood, and scores 
of vehicles were at work. Those forced 
to move had hoped that it would not be 
neoe.raary and remained In their house# 
until the water was ready to pour over 
the floors. The first to move out were 
those living south of the railroad tracks 
and along Water street, and many of 
them secured places to go Friday ami Sat¬ 
urday. Since Saturday evening the wa¬ 
ter bos crossed the railroad track, and a 
number of house# nearly the length of the 
CUy, between the railroad and M*ln street, 
have either been invaded by the swelling 
tide or will bo thU morning. 

A dearth of dwellings Is the situation 
in Now Albany, there being scarcely an 
empty residence In the city, and in con¬ 
sequence those driven from their homes 
have been furnished with shelter in the 
vacant storerooms and others will be 
thrown, open to them If the necos*lty 
arises. Many will bo quartered In the 
Armory on Pearl street, near Opk, and 
ample provision will be made to supply 
oil the unfortunate* with everything need¬ 
ful for their comfort. 

North of the city the backwater coining 
in Falling Bun creek extends for miles, 
and the lowlands are one vast lake. For¬ 
tunately there were but few houses In 
this location, and consequently the home¬ 
less people are not numerous. 

• • • 

Refugees in Good Shape. 

Now Albany Is exceedingly fortunate in 
one thing that the people driven from 
their homes by the flood both In the city, 
the Lower Albany suburb and the North 
8lde wore not In Indigent circumsta nc e # . 
There had been an abundance of work for 
several yean*, and most of them had nua- 
agtni to accumulate some small savings, 
which will enable them to tide over the 
brief period before they will be able to 
return to their homes after the water re¬ 
cede*. Chief of Police Adams, who has 
been activo In caring for the people, said 
yesterday that not more than a dozen 
families had mode any application for 
assistance, most of them preferring not 
to become a charge on the public. The 
manufacturing establishment* have been 
compelled to shut down, however, and 
the pay envelopes will not be forthcoming 
at the «nd of the week, therefore appli¬ 
cations for old are expected In the next 
few days. There will be no lack of as¬ 
sistant e. as everyone Is perfectly willing 
to contribute toward tnu help of the 
stricken one* No danger of a fuel famine 
Is apprehended, as the coal dealer# have 
ample supplies in their yards and have 
made arrangements to float an abundance 
of cool from lighters up the cross streets 
to place* where they can be reached by 
delivery wagon*. Although put to great 
additional expense on account of the flood 
the doaler* have not increased the price, 
which is creditable to their liberality and 
public spirit. 

The railroads, especially the Southern 
and Pennsylvania, are having considera¬ 
ble difficulty. The Dinkey trains of the 
Pennsylvania made Ea*K Ninth street 
their New Albany terminal, while the 
Southern passenger train yesterday morn¬ 
ing reached th« Kentucky and Indiana 
bridge over the trestle work along the 
river front, but was under water several 
Inches In many place*. During yesterday 
morning the Southern yards presented a 
busy scene with switch engines running 
through the water and pulling car# loaded 
with freight to the switches at Park wood, 
two miles west of the city, where there is 
ample storage room. A few additional 
feet will place New Albany on un Island, 
as the water will break over the railroad 
track* i* isi of town, Joining the river 

with the backwater. 

• • • 

Several Miles Wide. 

Yesterday morning the last spot of dry 
ground on the farms below the city be¬ 
came covered with water, and for many 
miles along the Indiana shore the river 
extends from the foot of tho knob* to the 
Kentucky banks, being In places several 
mile# wide. The farmer* removed their 
•tock last Friday to the high lands, and 
In some case# the women and children 
were sent away, while in other* families 
are living on the second floor# of the 
farmhouses, the household effects having 
been taken there several days ago. Here 
for several week* they will be cOinp#Ued 
to live, as the receding flood will leave 
the lower floor* in such condition that It 
will require some time to dry out. 

Nearly every house Is provided with a 
telephone anil when the flood was Immi¬ 
nent the companies sent linesmen to move 
the boxes to the second story, and the 
farmers will consequently be In commu¬ 
nication with the city and their neighbors, 
The ft >rm of Saturduy night wa* a source 
of considerable uneasiness to the people 
hemmed In their houses by the water, but 
no loss of life was reported, althougn con¬ 
siderable damage to the hou*e# was In¬ 
curred by the waves washed against the 
side* Had the storm continued but a few 
minutes longer some of the crafts by 
which they could leave their houses would 
have been swept nwny. and It would ha\> 
been Impossible for the people to have 
gotten away should It have been neces-

The only two streets to 
the North Side suburb that were open 
yesterday were Stai*- street and West 
Seventh street The !a*t-mentioned will 
be under water this morning, but State 
street, over which the street cars run, 
will be clear until to-ntght Three feet 
more will bo required before the water 
get# into the fly-wheel pit nt the electric 
powerhouse at East Eighth ana Water 
street*. Even If thl# should come. It will 
not affect the electric lighting of the 
city, hut will possibly shut off the poaer 
for the street-car system.

Passenger Service Abandoned. 

At noon yesterday the passenger service 
through New Albany was abandoned ly 
the Southern, nml passengers were trans¬ 
ferred from Parkwood, two mile* went,

Flood Rescuers Busy.

tmblf* to places of safety. It was the 
ox pressed opinion at one Ume yesterday 
that not a t«am or wagon in Jofforsonv.l.e 
win* Idle and many vehicles that bore 
the murks of farm life could be seen, 
piled high with furniture. 

Early In the day the business men In 
the vicinity of Eighth and Hprtng streets 
began to get out of the threatened over¬ 
flow, and nearly every business bouse a* 
far south os Seventh street was emptied. 
In nmny localities the people were panlc- 
Ktrlcken, and they changed their mind* 
is to what they would do as rapidly a* 
a different report came In. Sonu* who had 
deeded to move and were afraid they 
would not get out before the water was 
upon them, quickly* changed their minds 
upon hearing what was considered good 
report# from above, and were still at 
ih«dr homes lost night. 

Under the supervision of the Board of 
Public Works, many men worked with a 
will, stopping bitk# here and there and 
filling treacherous-looking places with 
sandbag#. Hundred* of these were d*.*- 
trlbuted around It) the threatened flood 
district. The traction line had a number 
of wngona hauling sand to th< gap In the 
Government levee, at Market street and 
Mfig# avenue, and things were made safe 
there. Crowd# of people walked the levee, 
and shuddered n# they thought what the 
consequences would be In case the high 
fill with the water within a few feet of 
iho top of it. should give way. The main 
levee showed it was built to stay there, 
and It held hock the water that other 
wise would have Inundated the town.

They are located lu sec lions thoroughly 
adapted to dairying, and while at Him 
there won not a sufficient supply of milk 
to keep them In operation, the farmer# 
are now becoming educated lu the ad¬ 
vantages to be derived from the dcury 
branch of farming, and many of them are 
adding to their herds of uows and are ar- 
mng ng their farm# with a view to turn¬ 
ing their attention principally to tho pro¬ 
duction of m.lk for ihc creameries.
